LOS ANGELES 


Had Its Day in the 
Senate Yesterday. 


Bill Passes for an Addition to 
the Public Building, 


The Work to Cost a Quarter of 
a Million Dollars. 


Allen Objects to Immediate 
Consideration of the Immigra- 
tion Bill — Committee Assign- 
ments Rearranged.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An addition will be made 
to the Los Angeles public building. 
This seems assured. Today Senator 
White passed through the Senate a 
bill appropriating $250,000 to build an 
annex to the present building. This 
bill will be reported to the House to- 
morrow and then be referred to the 
Committee on Publio Buildings and 
Grounds. Senator White will go before 
the committee and make an argumen 
in behalf of the bill. He will tell t 
committee the necessity for passing 
the bill, and cite the fact that the net 
receipts of the Los Angeles Postoffice 
last year were $190,000, which were 
greater than those of any city west of 
the Rockies except San Francisco and 
Denver. 

“I think I will be able to pass the 
bill,” said Senator White tonight. “This 
thing is certain, that if this bill fails, 
no other public-building bill shall go 
through.” 

Senator White has with him in the 
fight for the Los Angeles public build- 
ing all of the California Congressmen. 


There are many public-building’ bills | 


pending before Congress, but in view 
of the fact that the President has asked 
Congress to cut down expenses, most 
of these bills must certainly fail. As 
there is immediate necessity for the ad- 
dition to the present building at Los 


| Angeles and as the government will 


save money by having the annex built 
now, there is no likelihood that the 


Senator White says that the failure 
of Cengress to pass this bill will result 
in a loss to the government of several 
thousand dollars, for the building must 
inevitably be constructed, and if Con- 
gress delays, it will have to pay more 
for land than at present.

HOUSE AND SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Mr. Lodge 
of Massachusetts made an effort in the 
Senate today to secure an immediate 
vote upon his Immigration Bill, 
which is substantially the same that 
was passed by the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress and vetoed by President Cleve- 
land. Mr. Allen of Nebraska  ob- 
jected to an immediate vote, and 
suggested that the final vote on the 
amendments and the bill be taken 
January 17 at 3 p.m. This sugges- 
tion was accepted by Mr. Lodge, and 
the order for a vote at that time 
was made. 

Mr. Gorman, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic Steering Committee, presented 
an order, which was adopted, rear- 
ranging some of the committee as- 
signments of some of the Democratic 
members, made necessary by the in- 
coming of new members. 

Excepting the reporting of the Leg- 
islative and Executive and Judiciary 
Appropriation Bill, which is to be 
considered tomorrow, the House did 
no public business today. The entire 
session was consumed in adjusting a 
personal dispute between Mr. Hepburn 
of Iowa and Mr. Norton of Ohio, 
which grew out of a controversy that. 
occurred last week during the debate 
on the Pension Bill. The point at is- 
sue was as to whether a certain word 
used by Mr. Norton, but which he 
afterward disclaimed any intention of 
using, should appear in the permanent 
record. The House, by a party vote, 
136 to 121, sustained Mr. Hepburn. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—-SENATE. 
Chaplain Milburn, in his invocation at 
the ‘opening of the Senate today, made 
to the death of 
Mrs. McKinley, mother of the Presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Davis, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, called up 
the bill prohibiting the killing of fur 


seals in the Northern Pacific, but on 


the suggestion of Mr. Pettigrew of 
South Dakota, who said he desired to 
offer some amendments to it, it went 
over until tomorrow. Mr. Pettigrew 
called up the bill graniing to settlers 
the right to make second homestead 
entries of 160 acres, and it was passed. 
POSTAL SAVINGS BANK. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

Mr. Butler of North Carolina spoke 
at length upon amendments he had of- 
fered to the bill which he had previ- 
ously introduced, providing for a pos- 
tal savings-bank system. Such a sys- 
tem would, in his opinion, insure 
greater comfort in the homes of the 
plain people of the land, as a great ma- 
jority of them would certainly become 
depositors in such banks. 

This would cultivate among them 
thrift and economy, and enable them 
easily to provide themselves in illness 
and in old age, which was another ar- 
gument in favor of such a system. Mr. 
Butler argued that if a system were 
established, there would never be an- 
other issue of bonds by the government 
in time of peace. It would give men 
of small means an opportunity to in- 
crease their capital, would place a 


greater amount of money in circula- 
tion, and afford benefits to all the peo- 
ple of inestimable value. 

A bill providing for the erection of an 
addition to the public building at Los 
Angeles, Cal, to cost $250,000, was 
passed. 

Mr. Gorman of the Democratic Steer- 
ing Committee presented an order mak- 
ing some changes in the Democratic 
representations in standing committees 
of the Senate. The order provided that 
Mr. Jones of Arkansas be appointed 
chairman of the Committee on Private 
Land Claims; Mr. Daniel, chairman of 
the Committee on Corporations in the 
District of Columbia; Mr. Turpie, chair- 
man of the Committee to Investigate 
the Condition of the Potomac River 
Front at Washington; Mr. Berry, 
chairman of the Committee on Woman 
Suffrage; Mr. Gray, chairman of the 
Committee on Additional Accommoda- 
tions for the Library of Congress; Mr. 
Pascoe of Flotida, chairman of the 
Committee on the Five Civilized Tribes 
of Indians. 

Other Senators were assigned to 
committees as follows: Mr. Daniel of 
Virginia to the Committee on Finance; 
Mr. Mills of Texas to the Commitee on 
Commerce; Mr. Pettus of Alabama, to 
the Judiciary; Mr. Gorman of Mary- 
land to the District of Columbia; Mr. 
Mallory of Florida, to Public Health 
and National Quarantine; Mr. Walthall 
of Mississippi, to Rules; Mr. Money of 
Mississippi, to Agriculture and For- 
estry, Railroads, Postoffices and Post- 
roads, Public Buildings and Grounds 
and Geological Survey; Mr. Turpey of 
Tennessee to Private Land Claims, 
Privileges and Elections, Transporta- 
tion Routes to the Seaboard, Education 
and Labor and Patents. The order was 
adopted without debate. 

The Immigration Bill, the unfinished 
business of the Senhates was called up 
by Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts, the 
author of the measure, and a v 
asked for immediately. An object 
was made by Mr. Allen (Pop.) of Ne- 
braska, as he desired time for further 
consideration of some features of it. 
He suggested that Monday, January 
17, be fixed as the date for taking a 
final vote. 

r. Chandler of New Hampshire then 
asked unanimous consent that the bill 
remain the unfinished business until 3 
p.m., January 17, when a final vote on 
the bill and its amendments is to be 
taken. S Was agreed to. 

Mr. Wilson of Washington presented 
a resolution directing the Civil Service 
Commission to transmit to the Senate 
a statement by fiscal years since 18°0 
showing the total number of persons 
examined, the total numberspassed and 
the total number appointed in the sev- 
eral branches of the government since, 
and the total number of persons on the 
eligible lists for the several branches 
of the civil service at the beginning 
of each of those fiscal years. The reso- 
lution was agreed to. '. 

At 2:40 p.m. the Senate adjourned. 

. THB HOUSE. 

[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

HOUSE.—The blind chaplain of the 
House, Mr. Couden, in his invocation 
today referred eloquently and feelingly 
to the death of the President’s mother. 

“Bless the ties and affections,” he 
prayed, “which bind us_ together in 
families and nations, yea, which make 
the whole world akin, especially the 
tender chords of sympathy which bring 
us, in time of sorrow-and grief, closer 
to Thee and to each other.

LESS THAN ESTIMATES.

Prehistoric Remains in 
South Dakota, 


An Elothrium Dug Out of the 
Bad Lands Rocks, 


Discovery That Will Recast 
Scientific Theories. 


The Animal Belongs to the Hog 
Family, and When He Roamed 
His Native Wilds Was Seven 
Feet Long. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Prof. C. O. Farrington of the 
Field Columbia Museum has returned 
from the Bad Lands of South Dakota. 
The elothrium, whose acquaintance he 
made while up there, will arrive later. 
When the beast shall arrive it is ex- 
pected that he will cause a stir among 
the scientists in Chicago and elsewhere. 
With possibly one exception, the pres- 
ent find can boast Of more bones to his 
make-up than any like creature in ex- 
istence, 

The discovery of Prof. Farrington was 
unearthed among the rocks on Sheep 
Mountain, in the Bad Lands, fifty miles 
from Rapid City, S D. Cc. F. Thomp- 
son of Rapid City was the first man 
who set eyes upon the aged specimen. 
He found the head sticking out of a 
rock when on one of his hunting expe- 
dition, and he immediately commu- 
nicated the fact to the Field Columbian 
Museum. , 

Prof. Farrington was dispatched to 
the place, and the work of exhuming 
was begun. The skeleton was discov- 
ered 100 feet above where any other 
similar specimen has ever been found 
in this region, and this is considered 
as important by Farrington as the dis- 
covery itself. It may even possibly 
lead to the recasting of certain theories 
regarding the age of mammals. 

The various bones of the animal are 
now incased in limestone, but when he 
roamed over the tropical forests of the 
Dakotas he was of a different aspect. 
He was then about seven feet long and 
four feet high, a fair prototype of the 
present-day hog. He was a herb-eating 
animal, but his teeth were almost like 
those of the crocodile. The animal was 
twa-toed, and, judging from the build 


of the bones, the professor believes that ‘ 


it had unusual powers of locomotion, 


“MORE POPULIST BLUNDERS. 


Probate Judges of Kansas Left With 
Practically No Salaries. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Dec. 13.—A condi- 
tion confronts fifty of the 105 probate 
judges of Kansas which is anything 
but pleasant and consoling. 

It has just been discovered that a 
big blunder was made by the legis- 
lators last winter, which, after Janu- 
ary 1, will cut off the salaries of those 
officials. In its efforts to retrench and 
reform, the Populist Legislature passed 
a general fee and salary bill which will 
leave the probate judges in the western 
half of the State practically without 
compensation. 

Heretofore the officers received a ¢cal- 
ary of $500 a year and all fees of the 
office. The new law gives them half 


of the fees, and, in repealing the old | 


law, failed to provide for a salary. The 
new law compels the probate judge to 


keep his office open six daya in the 
week. In fifty of the counties of Kan- 
sas the annual fees will not average 
$100 a year. 


FORTUNE FOR A PRINTER. 


His Long-lost Grandfather Dies 
Very Conveniently. 

_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 
_NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—James Cave, 
a printer living at Paterson, has been 
notified that he has fallen heir to a, for- 
tune of $39,000, by the death of hs 
grandfather, James D. Cave, which oc- 
curred in Western Missouri on Thanks- 
giving day. 

James D. Cave was a_ well-to-do 
slave owner in the South before the 
War, and after he had lost most of his 
property during the war times, he 
moved to Missouri, where he proved 
successful in speculation. James Cave 
is his sole heir. He had not heard of 
his grandfather for a long time, and 
had no idea that he had acquired an- 
other fortune. 

A few months ago Cave started for 
the Klondike gold fields with a com- 
panion named William W. White, but 
the latter deserted him in Chicago 
after his money was gone, and he had 
to work his way back to Paterson.

He Lifts Funds Belonging to a 
Chicago Bank. 


His Method Was to Open a Fictitious 


Acc@unt on the Books to Which 
He Transferred Sums Credited 
to Other Depositors, 


(PY DIRECT WIRE TO TIMES.] 
CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Fondness for travel in Calie 
fornia impelled Herman G. Knicker- 
bocker, a trusted book-keeper in the 
First National Bank, to embez- 
zie $5000 of the bank’s funds He 
was detected and arrested today, and 
ig now in jail in default of bail. The 
stealings charged by the bank officials 
extend over a period of two years OF 
longer, and they were so cleverly man- 
aged that, despite all safeguards with 
which the bank hedges in its employés, 
nothing was known of them till last 
Friday, and then it was only accidental 
that the discovery was made. 
Knickerbocker’s method was to open 
a fictitious account on his books in the 
name of W. B. Phillips, to which he 
transferred sums standing to the credit 
of other depositors. He then drew 
this money by means of checks pur- 
porting to be signed by Phillips. 
“Knickerbocker was so careful in se- 
lecting the items to be transferred to 
this fictitious account,” said Vice-Presi- 
dent Forman, ‘“‘that no complaint arose 
till Friday, when a depositor applied 
for dead balance which had stood in 
his favor for several years. The credit 
did not appear on our boks, and exame- 
ination showed that it had been trans- 
ferred to Phillips’s account. Investle 
gation then showed many other similar 
items. Knickerbocker drew the money 
by taking the checks to one of the re~ 
ceiving tellers and getting cash for them 
under the supposition that the money 


was to be carried personally to the real 


W. B..Phillips,-who was known to live 
in Naperville, Ill, but who had no 
connection with the transaction. 
Knickerbocker has been with the bank 
for ten years, and was regarded as 
faithful.” 

When seen in jail tonight, Knicker- 
bocker said: “I never intended to steal 
from the bank. ‘I thought I coulé 
easily. replace the money, but I never 
was able to do so, and kept getting 
deeper into a hole. It began with trips 
to California several years ago. I took 
money to pay the expenses of the trip. 
I enjoyed it so much I wanted to go 
again, which I did last summer. I 
have earned a good salary, but not 
enough to pay for my travels.” 


LOST IN MIDOCEAN. 


Thrilling Story of the Crew of a 
Norwegian Bark. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.Y 
NEWPORT NEWS (Va..) Dec. 13.— 
The British steamship Kildonia, Capt. 
Roberts, arrived in port this morning 
from Shields, having on beard Capt. 
j . Wymann and seven of the 
crew of the Norwegian bark Njemett, 
which was lost in midocean Sunday, 

December 5. 

The crew of the ill-fated bark tell 
a thrilling story of their experience. 
The Njemett was bound from Yucatan, 
with a cargo of logwood, for Fal- 
mouth, Eng. The vessel sprung a 
leak, and her crew sitcod by § the 
pumps, having run up signals of dis- 
tress, until all were exhausted. Sey- 
eral steamers passed within sighting 
distance, but none of them heeded the 
bark’s signals. The bark was fast 
breaking to pieces, and the mariners 
had given up all hope, when the 
steamer Kildonia came to their res- 
cue. When the boat of the steamer 
approached te shipwrecked men, the 
latter were*so overcome with joy 
that they leaped overbcard and swam 
their rescuers.

More Than a Hundred Delegates

GOMPERS MAKES HIS ADDRESS. 


ON THE INCREASING 
STRENGTH OF THE ORDER. 


Long List of Recommendations, the 
Eight-hour Day Figuring Most 
Prominentiy—Down on 
Injunctions, 


[ASSOCIATEL PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NASHVILLE (Tenn. Dec. 15.—The 
National “ederation of Labor began its 


seventeenth annual session in this city 
today with an attendance «of more than 
one hundred delegates from different 
States and an equal number of visitors. 
President Gompers presided. The hall 
Was decorated with the flaws of many 
Havelock, Wilson and Edward 
Harford, delerates. from Eneland, were 
Introduced by the president. 

After the meeting had been called to 
order, William <Aimisen of the local 
Typographical Unien delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome. President Gompers 
responded to the address, 

The report of the Committee Cre- 
Gentials was presented, after which 
President Gompers read his annual ad- 
dress. He said: 

“With two exceptions, all of our affili- 
lated national uniens report a large 


increase of local unions, and in mem- 
bership, there is an increase of about 
84,000 in the organizations affiliated. 

“It has been the constant aim to or- 
fanize our fellow-workers engaged in 
unskilled labor. With the invention of 
new machinery and the application of 
new force, the division and sub-division 
of labor, many workers who have been 
employed at skilled trades find them- 
their occupation gone to 
Which they have devoted long terms of: 
years to acquire. Thus, we see the 
skilled laborer of yesterday become the 
unskilled laborer of today. A large 
number of federal laber unions for un- 
skilled workers have 
during the past year, and from a 
much larger number of trade unions. 

“There have been quite a number of 
strikes within the past year, but the 
change in the causes which have pro- 
duced them are worthy of note. The 
Strikes of this year, with few excep- 
tions, have been for higher wages, 
shorter hours and recognition of union 
Our organizations report 
with gratifying unanimity the very 
large number of successes secured, the 
advantages gained and the growth and 
extension of the power of organization 
enjoyed. The movement to reduce the 
hours of labor is always one which 
commands the first attention of organ- 
ized labor. We hold that no condition 
is satisfactory nor any solution com- 
plete which fails to eliminate the curse 
and the degrading intuence of non- 
employment. and so long as this evil 
shall be with us our best efforts will be 
concentrated to the reduction of the 
hours of labor of all until the desired 
end shall be attained. 

“The establishment of a postal sayv- 
ings-bank system: also a postal tele- 
graph, long since demanded by organ- 
ized labor, seem no nearer accomplish- 
ment than at any previous time. 

“It is submitted whether jt would 


‘not be better to modify or position, in 


so far as to impose no objection to the 
passage of a law providing for com- 
pulgory arbitration in disputes of or- 
ganized empiloyés of railroads and rail- 
road companies and of giving award 
such lawful arbitrators, but we 
should hesitate to give our indorsement 
to any legislation, State or national, 
empowering the compulsory enforce- 
ment of award and the enforcement of 
@ contract to labor. 

AGAINST THE INJUNCTION, 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGH 1 nEPORT.] 

“We not only demand the right of 
trial by jury for any offense charged,” 
Mr. Gompers says, “but also that we 
as workers and citizens shall not be 
restrained in the exercise of our law- 
ful and natural rights. Courts do not 
and cannot issue injunctions restrain- 
ing persons from committing crimes 
or misdemeanors, and should not when 
there is ancther complete remedy at 
law.” 

The president submits the question 


“whether the per capita tax from local 


trade unions and local federal labor 
unions should not be increased so as to 
come nearer the sum usually required 
by national unions, thus removing a 
very large obsiacle to the transfer of 
local trade unions to their proper juris- 
diction. 

The steps that have been taken to- 
ward securing an eight-hour work day 
@re reviewed, and the address con- 
tinues: 

“Nothing remains now but for the 
final decision of this convention as to 
the Ways and means by which the 
project shall be carried ingo effect or 
whether the judgment of The conyen- 
tion is that the time stated is, in view 
of industrial conditions, a practicable 
one, or whether it would be advisable 
to await the flooG-tide of an industrial 
revival for its general and simultan- 
eous enforcement. This question must 
of necessity receive your careful con- 
sideration. 

“During the early part of the vear 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States rendered a decision in a case 
involving the right of seamen to quit 
their employment even when the vessel 
was in harbor. The decision was ad- 
verse to the rights of the seamen. In 
the opinion accompanying the decision 
the court gave expression and laid. 
Gown doctrines entirely inimical to the 
interests of the people, and in so many 
words invalidated the thirteenth 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States prohibiting involuntary 
servitude. Your attention is called to 
the dissenting opinion of the court, in 
order that the full measure of the 
wrong may be appreciated. he de- 
cision is the most far-reaching one 
which the Supreme Court has issued 
gpince the famous Scott decision enforc- 
ing the return of a fugitive slave who 
escaped to ancther State. In view of 
the legislation that some seek, placing 
greater powers in the hands of the gov- 
ernment, it is submitted that greater 
caution should be exercised in the fu- 
ture than has been in the past, in or- 
der that some of the rights that the 
people possess, or believe they possess, 
may not be taken from them through 
court-made law. A rehearing of the 
case has been applied for, but thus far 
has not been granted.” 

President Gompers recommends that 
@fficers of the federal convention be 
chosen by referendum. 

After. the president’s address 
Federation adjourned until 2 p.m. 

ORGANIZERS COST MONEY. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

Vice-President McGuire presided at 
the afternoon session, which was well 
attended. Secretary Morrison reported 
that 34,280 new members had been 
enrolled during the year. 

The greatest item of expense was 
$3596 for creanization, and of this £2000 
had been used in sending organizers

among the miners during the great 
strike. 

Expenses for the year were $19,113, 
The report stated that the -receipts 
from the Federationist, the\o n of 
the federation, had exceeded itS \eX- 
penditures, 

During the year, the report states, 
976 strikes had been officially noticed, 
involving 165,407 workers. Of these 
189 were won, 31 were compromised, 
and 36 lost. 

The secretary recommended that the 
per capita tax for local and federal 
labor unions to the federation be in- 
creased from 1 cent to 5 cents per 
member.

RELIEF FOR THE YUKON, 


SECRETARY ALGER TELLS OF THE 
INVESTIGATION MADE, 


— 


As Early as the First of September 
Capt. Ray Had Information That 
Privation Was Inevitable—Ex- 
odus from Dawson.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—In answer 
to a Senate resolution calling for such 
information as the War Department 
possesses relative to the lack of food 
supplies on the Yukon River, Secretary 
Alger today submitted a letter reciting 
his action in sending Capt. Ray of the 
Eighth -Infantry to that country to in- 
vestigate the conditions, and inclosing 
copies of that officer’s report giving 
features which have already been pub- 
lished. Secretary Alger says: 

“From these reports it will be seen 
that as early as the first of September, 
while en route up the Yukon, Capt. Ray 
was in receipt of information to the 
effe@t that unless some relief was sent 
to the district, starvation, or at least 
great privation would be _ inevitable. 
From other sources, including dis- 
patches from the Chambers of Com- 
merce at Portland and Tacoma, which, 
while unofficial, the depatment believes 
to be thoroughly reliable, it is ascer- 
tained that since the 13th of August 
but 165 tons of provisions have reached 
Dawson City by river and five boats of 
the two transportation companies, with 
2000 tons of supplies for that place, were 
obliged to discharge their freights for 
the Yukon, owing to the freezing of the 
river, between the mouth of the river 
and Dawson City. 

“It is also learned from three inde- 
pendent sources that the population of 
Dawson and vicinity in October of this 
year was estimated to be not less than 


5000, and probably was much in excess 


of that number, and that the popula- 
tion of Dawson City and the country 
tributary thereto was deficient in food 
supply, and many obsolutely destitute. 

“When it was ascertained from Daw- 
son ,by special messenger, sent from 
Fort Yukon about September 13, that 
no more supplies could reach the min- 
ers till summer via the Yukon, 700 or 
800 people are reported to have gone 
400 miles down the river in boats to 
Fort Yukon, a journey requiring from 
twenty-three to twenty-eight days’ 
travel, where it is estmiated there are 
about seven hundred tons of provisions 
cached, and that at Minook Creek, 
about six hundred miles from Dawson 
City, and Fort Hamlin, 525 miles from 
that place, down the river, the trading 
companies upon whom the miners ce- 
pend wholly for their winter’s supply, 
were compelled, owing to the lowness 
of the river, to unload respectively 120 
and 200 tons of provisions from their 
stegmboats bound from St Michaels for 
Dawson.” 


ALGER FAVORS A WILD SCHEME.

of using steam snow locomotives to 
open and maintain communication be- 
tween the outside world and the Klon- 
dike country has not been abandoned 
by any means.

I think the down- 
fall of the ministry will close the inci- 
dent. While the people of Hayti are 
greatly excited, I do not believe there 
is the slightest ground for believing 
that there will be a revolution.”

WAS IT MUPTER? 


Chierro Hallan Coleny in a State 


of Great Excitement,

perted that Charles Palladini, one of 
the oldest and most highly Vr. spected 
residents in that part of the city, 
was murdered while on a business trip 
to Alabama.

She was almos! prostrated by the 


news that Palladini’s remains were in’ 


such a condition, and requested ihat 


an investigation be made, and the 
facts in the case learned. Miss An- 
gonili told the undertaker that Pal- 
ladini wrote to her November 27, say- 
ing that he was enjoying the best 
of health, and that his trip owas

STOCKTON, Dec. 13.—Clement V. 
Ball, a waiter at the Commercial Hotel, 
claims to be a relative of George 
‘Washington. If he is correct, Ball is 
one of the heirs to one of the largest 
estates in the country. The matter all 
came up through a letter which he re- 
ceived yesterday from his brother in 
Chicago. 

The Ball family has in its possession, 
so Clement says, records which, as far 
as they know, establish their lineal 
connection with the family of Wash- 
ington. It is some years since he has 
seen these documents, but they are in 
the family Bible. As far as he can re- 
member, the sister of the grandfather 
of Joseph Ball, who died in 1812, was 
Washington’s mother. His connection 
with Joseph Ball is, therefore, not so 
far removed and brings him in direct 
line with the ‘Father of his country.” 
There is a vast estate in four States 
of the South, which is soon to be di- 
vided. This estate is a little empire in 
itself, containing in all 471,000 acres in 
the States of Pennsylvania, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Virginia. Shortly be- 
fore Joseph Ball died he leased this 
vast holding for a period of ninety-nine 
years, and since then there has been 
some uncertainty as to the affairs of 
the estate. The lease expires in 1913, 
and that is why there is so much activ- 
ity on the part of the heirs. Ball says 
that in all there are over sixty of 
these heirs. 

Clement Ball has placed his interests 
in the hands of E. Myron Wolf, a San 
Francisco attorney.

SUPREME COURT OVERRULED. 


Interesting Decision in the Case of 
Cc. R. Bennett. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—United 
States District Judge J. J. de Haven 
declared today that the judgment of 
the Supreme Court of California deny- 
ing the motion for a rehearing in the 
case of C. R. Bennett was “‘void in the 
extreme sense,’ but refused to grant 
Bennett’s application for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus on the sole ground that 
he should seek: relief in the Federal 
eourts by writ of review, and not on 
habeas corpus proceedings. 

On January 8, 1895, C. R. Bennett, in 
the Superior Court of Alameda county, 
was placed on trial for the crime of an 
assault with intent to commit the 
murder. The jury found him guilty of 
the lesser offense of an assault with a 
deadly weapon. Bennett was granted 
a new trial, and then, without any new 
indictment, in formation, presentment 
or accusation, was again placed on 
trial for the original offense. 

He was on this trial found guilty 
as-charged, and again applied for a 
new trial, making the point that he 
had been twice placed in jeopardy for 
the same crime of assault with intent 
to commit murder. The Superior Court 
granted the petition for a new trail, but 
on appeal, the Supreme Court reversed 
the order and remanded the case to the 
Superior Court. Bennett, accordingly, 
was sentenced to serve one year in the 


penitentiary for an assault with intent |. 


to commit murder. 

Bennett applied in the United States 
District Court for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, basing his petition on the ground 
‘that his conviction had ‘been in voila- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States, and 
was not reached accordnig to due pro- 
cess of law.- Judge DeHaven, in his 
opinion, held that there could be no 
doubt that the verdict of the jury 
rendered upon the first trial of the pe- 
titioner, finding him guilty of the lesser 
offense of an assault with a deadly 
weapon, was, in legal effect, an acquit- 
tal of the higher offense charged in 
the information filed against him. 


ADVANCE IN FREIGHT RATES. 


But the Southern Pacific Will Carry 
Forks and Spoons Cheaper. 
[ASSUCIATED I’RESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN .FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—The 
Southern Pacific Company has com- 
pleted its tariff of west-bound com- 
moditg rates agreed upon at the recent 
meeting of the transcontinental freight 
bureau in Chicago, and the tariff has 
been issued to take effect on the 15th 
inst. The new tariff provides many ad- 
vances in rates from Chicago and New 
York on those commodities ‘that have 
heretofore been carried for 50 to 75 
cents per 100 pounds in carload lots.

The State Commission Breaks All 
Records at the Hatchery. 
[ASSCCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
ANDERSON, Dec. 13.—The work of 
collecting salmon eggs at the California 
Fish Commission hatchery on the Sac- 
ramento River at this point closed to- 
day. The results of the season’s ope- 
rations are the most remarkable on 
record, Forty-eight and a half million 
eggs were collected. This exceeds the 
previous records made at this station 


by 22,000,000, and is 28,000,000 more than 


were collected at all of the other 


‘hatcheries on this Coast this year. 


These eggs will be hatched, and the 
fry planted in the waters of the State, 
with the exception of 3,000,000 that will 
be sent to Oregon, and 6,000,000 that 
will go to the New England States 
station on the United States Commis- 
sion car tomorrow.

AT MODESTO. 


TRAGEDY 


Carpenter Owens Shoots His Wifc 
and Daughter and Himself. 
[ASSQUIATED PRESS NIGTIT REPORT.] 


MODESTO, Dec. 13.—This morning 
George C. Owens, a carpenter, fatally 
shot his wife, wounded his daughter, 
Mrs. W. F. Tiedemann, and attempted 
suicide. His act was the _ result of 
family troubles. 

Two months ago Mrs. Owens applied 
for a divorce upon the grounds of ex- 
treme cruelty and failure to provide. 
and the suitis pending. Since the com- 
mencement of the suit Mrs. Owens has 
been living at the residence of her son- 
in-law. 

Owens went to Tiedemann’s house to- 
day while only the wife and daughter 
were present, and asked Mrs. Owens to 
return to him. She refused to do so. 
saying it was better that they should 
live apart. Owens thereupon drew a 
revolver and shot his wife twice and 
his daughter once. He fired two other 
shots, but missed the mark. He then 
reloaded his pistol and shot himself in 
the head, but only inflicted a_ scalp 
wound, from which he soon recovered. 
He was arrested and taken to the 
County Jail. He said that he regretted 
that he had not killed his son-in-law. 

Mrs. Owens was shot in the breast 
and abdomen, and cannot live. Mrs. 
Tiedemann was wounded in the left 
breast, but will recover. The neighbors 
say that Owens was very cruel, and the 
feeling is very bitter against him. The 
death of Mrs. Owens is expected at 
any moment. 


A LEAKING CRAFT. 


Barkentine Leslie D. is Towned 
-into Port Townsend, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 13. 
—At 10 o’clock tonight the tug Lorne 
came into’ port, having in tow the 
American barkentine Leslie D., Capt. 
Asplund, which was picked up off Cape 
Flattery this morning. The barkentine 
left Knappton, on the Columbia River, 
lumber-laden for San Francisco. From 
the time she crossed the Columbia 
River bar, December 7, she battled with 
terrible gales, which increased to a 

hurricane Thursday night. 

The captain says the night was the 
most terrible one in his experience. The 
waves rolled mountain high, com- 
pletely submerging the vessel, carrying 
away her deckload and everything else 
that was not bolted and nailed, and 
stripping the masts of what little sail 
was being carried at the time. The 
barkentine filled, and the pumps aboard 
were manned. The discovery was then 
made that the craft had sprung a leak, 
and was making water as fast as it 
was being pumped out. 

In the morning it was found that the 
barkentine had blown far to the north. 
A sail was rigged, and the _ vessel 
headed for the mouth of the Straits of 
Fuca, which point she reached after 
five days. 


CAN REMOVE FOR CAUSE. 


Supreme Court Decision in Favor of 
Sacramento’s Trustecs. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—The Su- 
preme Court affirmed the decision of 
the lower court of Sacramento county 
in the case of E. J. Croly against the 
Board of Trustees of the city of Sacra- 
mento. Charges had been filed against 
Croly, who was Superintendent of 
Streets by appointment of the Trustees. 


When cited to appear before them he] 


petitioned the Superior Court to pro- 
hibit them from proceeding against 
him. The petition was denied, and 
Croly appeared. 

The Supreme Court decision affirming 
that of the lower court is important, as 
it affirms the right of the trustees of 
a municipality to remove an appointed 
official for cause. 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT IN GERMANY. 


A New Process of Canning That En- 
Our Market.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—Secre- 
tary Filcher of the State Board of 
Trade has received information from 
Hamburg that the California process of 
cooking dried fruit has just been pat- 
ented in Germany, and a company has 
been incorporated to conduct the busi- 
ness on a large scale. It is proposed, 
after cooking the dried product, to can 
it. There is a high duty on eanned 
fruit, but the dried article pays but a 
light duty, so that an agent will be dis- 
patched to this Coast to purchase a 
supply of dried fruit in order that the 
new cannery may be run to its full 
capacity all through the year. | 


She Frightened Her Husband. 


FRESNO, Dec. 13.—Mr. and Mrs. G. 
A. Saunders became involved in a fam- 
ily difficulty in their room at the West 
Moreland lodging-house last night. 
Saunders threatened to shoot his wife, 
but she secured the pistol and ran from 
him with it. In the hall he caught her, 
and in the struggle which ensued the 
pistol was discharged. This so fright- 
ened Saunders that he let his wife go. 
The landlady of the West Moreland 
gave her a room by herself for the 
night. The woman will leave her hus- 
band. 


Chino Sugar Factory Output. 


CHINO, Dec. 13.—The sugar fac- 
tory at this place closed down §to- 
night, after the longest and most suc- 
cessful run ever made here in one 
seasom. The factory worked up a 
trifle less than 100,000 tons of bests, 
and paid out to the farmers for the 
same about $410,000, of which the Chino 
farmers received $260,426, the balance 
going to the Anaheim and Hueneme 
farmers. The output of sugar was 1050 
carloads, or nearly 25,000,000 pounds. 


Nill Wreeked by Breakers. 


EUREKA, Dec. 13.—The Black 
Sand Mining Plant: Mill, clése to Lit- 
tle River beach, was wrecked during 
the storm last Friday night. The 
breakers cut away the sand, wreck- 
ing the big water-wheels for driving 
the machinery, carrying away the 
piping, demolishing the buildings and 
flooding the’ pit from which the 
auriferous sand is taken.

EUREKA, Dec. 13.—A. W. Randall 
of the suspended Randall Banking 
Company has arrived here from his

RAILROADERS OWN IT ALL.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—According to 
the Herald the trunk-line railroads 
have succeeded in obtaining control of 
nearly the entire water front of 
Greater New York. It is claimed that 
independent lighterage men are not al- 
lowed to touch at their docks in many 
cases.

CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—The roads be- 
tween Chicago and Kansas City have 
been stirred up by the announcement 
thatthe Atchison is intending to shortén 
the running time of one of its trains 
between the two cities by about two 
hours.

There is an agreement between the 
lines that the running time of all trains 
shall be fifteen hours. The notice is- 
sued by President, Ripley of the Atchi- 
son that the train leaving Chicago at 
10 p.m. on his road will hereafter make 
the time in thirteen hours has stirred 
up the other lines in a lively fashion.

CLOSES AGAIN ON THE REM- 
NANTS OF THE “SOLID SIX.” 


Unmindfal of Such Trifies as Indict- 
ments, He Attempts to Run 
the Meeting. 


NEARLY RUSHED THE ELECTION 


REMARKABLY EAGER TO HAVE 
ADAMS’S PLACE FILLED. 


C. C. Davis Refases to Vote and So 
Defeats the Plan—The Election 
Postponed Until Next 
Thursday. 


In spite of, the fact that he is under 
indictment by the grand jury and the 
subject of an investigation which is 
making the whole city ring with its 
scandalous disclosures, Walter L. Webb 
made another desperate attempt at the 
meeting last night of the Board of 
Education to carry things in his old 
high-handed way. He had in view the 
immediate election of E. T. Hughes, 
formerly head book-keeper in the Perry 
Mill and Lumber Company, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Adams, and he came within the pro- 
verbial inch of carrying his point. The 
“solid six’? was reduced to three, with 
Meserve in the background, but the 
plan to rush the election was so well 
laid that only the firm stand taken by 
Mr. Davis at the last minute saved the 
day. It was a case where Webb’s 
“hand of iron” bent under a grasp of 
tempered steel 

The meeting was held in the new 
rooms leased by the Board of Educa- 
tion in the Gardner & Zellner Block. A 
number of spectators occupied the 
space outside the rail, on the qui vive 
for spicy developments. the 
meeting was called to order, Webb 
walked in, tenderly guiding the falter- 
ing footsteps of his friend Bartlett, 
who hobbled in on crutches, one foot 
swathed in a voluminous bandage, and 
the upper part of his face hidden by a 
green shade. There were present 
Messrs. Davis, Conrey, McInerney, 
Poor, Webb and Bartlett. 

As President Mathis was not present 
at the opening of the session, Mr. Con- 
rey was asked to take the chair. Sec- 
retary Johnson then read the minutes 
of the proceedings had since the last 
regular meeting of the board, a mat- 
ter which required some time, as the 
course of the present investigation was 
outlined in seventeen closely-written 
pages of the large minute-book. After 
the reading of the minutes, Mr. Conrey 


‘requested Mr. Poor to take the chair 


for a few minutes, and arose on a ques- 
tion of privilege to exonerate E. A, 
Meserve, Webb’s attorney, from the 
charge of having used profane and ob- 
scene language in his cross-examination 
of. Prof. T. J.' Phillips. The action of 
Meserve had been objected to, not on 
this account, but on the ground that he 
had failed to pursue a proper line of, 
cross-examination. Mr. Davis con- 
curred in this exoneration of the zeal- 
ous attorney. 

Routine business was then taken up. 


‘A communication from County Superin- 


tendent Spurgeon V. Riley, asking for 
the use of two rooms in the Spring- 
street school during the teachers’ ex- 
amination, was read and granted. 
Other communications from insurance 
agents regarding the renewal of the 
insurance on the Pico Heights school 
building were read and referred to the 
Insurance Committee. 
“LOS ANGELES, Dec. 9, 1897. 

“To the Honorable Board of Edu- 
cation of the city of Los Angeles— 
Gentlemen: I hereby tender my resig- 
nation as a member of the Board of 
Education of the city of Los Angeles, 
representing the Seventh Ward of said 
city upon said board. 

“J. F.. ADAMS.” 

There was a moment’s silence as the 
secretary read this communication, 
and then Bartlett gruffly said: “I 
move it be accepted.” All voted in 
the affirmative except ‘Webb, who 
somewhat  ostentatiously announced 
that he was “not voting this evening.” 

The superintendent’s only report was 
the annual report of the public schools, 
which has just been issued, and which 
Superintendent Foshay recommended 
as having been carefully compiled and 
containing valuable information. 

The report of the Finance Commit- 
jee, approving bills to the amount of 
$3487.30 from the county fund, “and 
$3973.10 from the city fund, was 
adopted and warrants for the amounts 
ordered to be issued. 

Mr. Poor recommended the altera- 
tion of the Swain-street school build- 
ing so as to admit the partitioning 
off of a ‘kindergarten room in place of 
the present office and cloak rooms, and 
a motion was carried to refer. the 
matter to the Building Committee, 
with instructions to report to the 
board at the next meeting regarding 
the advisability of making this room 
and an estimate of the cost. 
Superintendent Foshay requested 
that the rules regarding spresents in 
the schools be suspended, in order 
to allow the children in the kindergar- 
ten department to bring each other 
little presents, according to custom, at 
the Christmas’ celebration. The re- 
quest was granted. 

At this point Mr. Davis arose and 
suggested that some question might 
be raised as to the legality of this 
meeting, inasmuch as the board was 
not present as a whole, and there had 
been no adjournment to meet in the 
new rooms. According to the min- 
utes, the Wilcox Block was still the 
regular place of meeting, and this 
slight informality might serve to in- 
validate all the proceedings of the 
meeting. After some discussion, it 
was decided that sufficient notice of 
the change had been given in the 
drawing-up of the lease for the new 
place of meeting. 

Mr. Davis then moved that C. H. 
Axtell be requested to present his res- 
ignation from the position of Superin- 
tendent of Buildings. It was mani- 
festly impossible to retain him any 
longer as an employé of the board, but 
in view of his confession, he. had 
earned the privilege of being allowed 
to resign instead of being summarily 
dismissed. The motion was carried. 

Mr. Poor requested the privilege of a 
hearing for E. O. Wilkinson on the sub- 
ject of restricting the oil wells from a 
nearer approach to the schools. Mr. 
Wilkinson spoke at some length on the 
advisability of asking the City Council 
to amend the present ordinance fixing 
the limits of the oil district, and the

matter was referred to the Building 
Committee with power to act. 

Mr. McInerney came to the front 
with the announcement that the Com- 
mittee on Rules and Regulations found 
itself rather paralyzed under the pres- 
ent condition of affairs. As this com- 
mittee had been compoeed of Messrs. 
Adams, Braly and McInerney, no one 
disputed the proposition. Mr. Conrey 
suggested that the president appoint 
One of the remaining members of the 
committee chairman in place of Adams, 
and that it then proceed with the work 
of making the needed changes in the 
rules and regulations, and then consult 
With the board. A motion that. the 
committee stand ready to receive sug- 
gestions from members of the board 
regarding the changes in the rules was 
carried, and the minor business of the 
meeting was at an end. 

A momentary pause ensued. Then 
Webb looked signififantly at Bartlett, 
and that disabled but cbedient hench- 
man rose to the occasion and to his 
feet. Meserve, in the rear of the room, 
dropped into a watchful posture. Ev- 
erybody looked up, either in surprise 
or expectancy, and Bartiett threw 
down Webb’s first card. He eaid: 

“The board finds itself short 
member, and the Seventh Ward is 
without a representative. I move 
that we proceed at once to fill the 
vacancy.” 

Webb stared straight in front of 
him with his eyes out of focus and 
Poor followed the lead by promptly 
seconding the motion. 

Mr. Davis was on his feet in an 
instant with a protest against such 
hasty action. He urged that the full 
board ought certainly to he present 
at the consideration of such an im- 
portant question, and that Mr. Braly 
was rapidly recovering from his ill- 
ness, and would be able to attend a 
meeting in the daytime. For this 
reason, he moved as an amendment to 
Mr. Bartlett’s motion, that a_ special 
meeting called next Thursday at 


one 


2 p.m., to consider the matter of fill- 
ing the vacancy caused by Mr. 
Adams’s resignation. Dr. Mathis, 


who had come in a short time before 
and taken his seat among the direc- 
tors, seconded the motion. 

Before it could be put to the vote, 
Poor arose and presented a petition 
purporting to be signed by residents 
and taxpayers of the Seventh Wari, 
asking that E. Thomas Hughes be 
elected to fill the vacancy. The sec- 
retary filed the petition, and discus- 
sion began as to the propriety of im- 
mediate action in the matter. 

Bartlett announced that his vote 
was as good as Braly’s any day, and 
that, if action were postponed until 
Thursday he might lose his vote, as 
he was sick himself, and would prob- 
ably not be present. 

The amendment was put to. the 
vote, and lost by a tie. Davis, Conrey 
and Mathis voting in the affirmative; 
Webb, Bartlett and Poor in the neg- 
ative, and McInerney refusing to vote. 
Webb had forgotten thai he was “not 
voting this evening.” 

Mr. Davis then stated his serious 

objection to such hasty action, urging 
that it was not only discourteous to 
Mr. Braly to act in his absence upon 
this matter, but unfair to other can- 
didates and to the residents of . the 
Seventh Ward,.to rush the thing 
through in this hurried and ill-advised 
manner. To prove the fact that 
there were other candidates, he would 
himself file a petition in favor of A. 
H. Bragg, which had been handed to 
him, and would say that he had 
heard the names of Mr. Keller an@ 
several others suggested for the posi- 
tion. He could not understand this 
opposition to having the full board 
consider the matter unless there were 
some ulterior motive which did not 
appear on the surface, and urged that 
it was time to call a halt upon the 
unenviable record made by this board 
in the way of ludicrous mistakes in 
udgment, if not Worse. 
‘ ‘Webb promptly jumped up with all 
his old-time swagger, and, in a bullying 
tone, demanded if Mr. Davis’s ‘‘insinua- 
tions” as to ulterior motives were di- 
rected at him. If they were, he would 
soon set them aside by promising not to 
vote himself on the election of a new 
member, and thus giving an offset to 
Mr. Braly’s absence, but he occupied a 
peculiar position on the board just at 
present, and wished to havea full meme 
bership to judge his case. For this rea- 
son, he advocated an immédiate elec- 
tion. 

At this juncture, Poor, who had been 
lost in what appeared to be rather un- 
easy reflection, offered to change his 
vote in favor of Mr. Davis’s amendment 
carrying the matter over until Thurs- 
day, but as he made no motion to re- 
consider, this sober second thought was 
without definite result. 

D. M. McGarry of the Seventh Ward 
made a little speech in favor of Mr. 
Hughes, for whom he vouched as “a 
gentleman of integrity, leisure and edu- 
cation; just the man to redeem the 
honor of the Seventh Ward.” Dr. 
Mathis also spoke in favor of: Mr. 
Hughes, urging that he was the choice 
of all parties in the Seventh Ward, and 
was, moreover, in a position financially 
which made it unnecessary to seek any 
place for remuneration. 

McInerney seized this opportunity to 
add fresh luster to his already glitter- 
ing reputation as comedian of the 
school board, and pompously an- 
nounced that he was the first man in 
Los Angeles who had brushed the dust 
off of Mr. Hughes; that he was a hotel 
clerk when that gentleman came to this 
city, and had taken him up to his 
room and carried his bag; had found 
him soap and towels and plenty of wa- 
ter, and had given him a good bath, so 
that he could testify that Mr. Hughes 
was entirely clean and excellent gen- 
tleman, fit to sit with any school board 
in the land. Im spite of all _ this, 
though, Mr. McInerney found himself 
obliged to vote for a Democrat, as he 
was himself a Democrat, and he forth- 
with moved that they proceed to elect, 
The motion was carried by four votes; 
Webb, Bartlett, Poor and McInerney 
voting for it, and Davis, Conrey and 
Mathis against. Webb again forgot his 
“peculiar position” as an indicted 
member. 

Mr. Davis made one more effort to 
procure due notice for the board, and 
the people, by moving for reconsidera- 
tion of the amendment carrying the 
matter over until Thursday. Before it 
was put to the vote, Mr. Vonderkuhlen 
of the Seventh Ward asked in the name 
of his constituents that the matter be 
postponed until the whole ward had due 
notice of what was going on. On the 
petition for Hughes were 200 names out 
of 4000; on that for Bragg only half as 
many, and the speaker did not believe 
a majority of the ward had any idea 
that an election was contemplated so 

on. 

w The motion to reconsider was put and 
lost by exactly the same tie vote Poor 
looking sullen and obstinate as he 
added his voice to that of Webb and 
Bartlett, and Mcinerney remaining si- 
lent. 

The names were then placed in nomi- 
ndtion. E. T. Hughes, Ba Bragg, 
Wiliam H. Warren, Ernest M. Merri- 
field and Asa I. Richardson. The last 
three were Populist candidates, un- 
known and unsupported by any peti- 
tion, so that Hughes and Bragg were 
practically the only men in the field. 

The vote was called for: Poor said 
“Hughes.” Mr. Conrey, after some 
hesitation, also said “Hughes.” Bart- 
lett’s tone rang with triumph as he 
rapped out “Hughes.” Mr. Davis re- 
fused to vote, and again protested 
hotly against the gross injustice of this 
method of rushing the convention. His 
stand had instant effect, for Mr. Con- 
rey, with an air of having suddenly 
grasped the idea, promptly recalled his 
vote, and ordered the secretary to 
erase it. Dr. Mathis, after a pause of 
manifest indecision, reluctantly voted 
for Hughes. McInerney raised another 
laugh by snapping cat “Bragg,” with 
the air of casting down a whcle ficld 
of gauntlets. 

Webb, when his name was called, 


rose to explain that he would not vote, 
but that he wished to see the election 
go through in order that the full board 
might sit on his case. He was still on 
his feet when Dr. Mathis, in a troubled 
tone, asked the secretary to erase his 
vote also from the record. Webb 
promptly whirled around, his face scar- 
let with anger, and shouted: 

“Then 1 vote for Hughes. If other 
peovle can change their minds and 
their votes, I can.” 

“Declare the vote, 
said Mr. Conrey. 

“Three votes for Hughes. 
Bragg. Three members not 
said Secretary Johnson. 

“It is no choice,’ declared the .presi-

PLANS OF THE “PUSH,” 


Professional Politicians Working 
Up Sympathiy for Webb. 

Plans were laid by the Webb “push” 
to pack the mass meeting in Music 
Hall last Saturday night and prevent 
the adoption of resolutions requesting 
the Council to suspend Webb and in 
other ways to take Webb’s part, and 
make a disturbance if necessary. 
City Hall deputies skirmished about 
the streets Saturday afternoon drum- 
ming up recruits, and even a memver 
of the Council was heard urging per- 
sons to attend the meeting and 
thwart the purposes of the leacue. 

Deputy Tax Collector John Stedman 
was very active in gathering the clans 
and rallying them to the support of 
Webb, whose innocence he declared to 
be as obvious as the noonday sun. 
Stedman denounced the callers of the 
mass meeting as ‘the purity puch,” 
and was very scornful in his attitude 
toward citizens who have the ef- 
frontery to demand honest municipal 
government and to interfere wiih 
‘““‘tin-horn” politicians who are “doing 
the best they can.” Stedman declared 
the prosecution of Webb to be a great 
outrage, and said the newspapers were 
not printing true reports of the evi- 
dence in the case, 

Quite a large crowd of Webh’s 
supporters and apologists did attend 
the meeting, and one effort was made 
to create a disturbance, but that was 
promptly suppressed by the audience. 

It is significant that all the debris 
of the Lindley machine has rallied 
around Webb, and is diligently trying 
to persuade the public that Webb is 
an innocent victim of a base  con- 
spiracy, and that Adams and Ax- 
tell are the only guilty persons. Every 
political crook in town is proclaiming 
the spotless virtue of Webb, and the 
clamor of their brazen tongues has 
even persuaded some good but scant- 
ily-informed men that there is no 
evidence whatever against the Chief 
of the Banditti. 

A few days ago a communication 
headed “A Plea for Fair Play,” was 
printed in the “People’s Letters” de- 
partment of The Times, and com- 
mented on: as its tenor seemed to re- 
quire. That letter purported to have 
been written by a citizen whose name 
was inclosed as a guarantee of good 
faith, but it was not written by him, 
nor was it the expression of a dis- 
interested person’s opinion, as it pre- 
tended to be. lt was written by one 
Ejler, a piano agent, closely associated 
in business with Webb & Bartlett, 
and the signature inclosed was that 
of Bartlett’s bock-keeper.

THE SEALS’ CHAMPION. 


‘PROF. JORDAN OPPOSED TO THEIR 
EXTERMINATION, 


—— 


| Scores the Suggestion of Congress- 


man Johnson as Being Calcu- 
lated to Bring a Lasting Odium 
Upon This Country—Great Value 
of the Herd, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Prof. Da- 
vid’ Starr Jordan, president of Stanford 
University, who was the leading expert 
for the United States government in 
the seal negotiations last autumn, has 
given his verdict strongly against any 
‘such proposition as that presented by 
the bill introduced by Representative 
Johnson of North Dakota, looking to 
the immediate killing of all seals on 
the seal islands as the best manner in 
which to prevent future friction be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
The report of Dr. Jordan, showing in 
a preliminary way the results of his 
investigations in Bering Sea during the 
past season, will shortly be published, 
and meantime the following extracts 
show his opinion: 

“Within the past two years it has 
several times been proposed that we 
should settle the seal question once for 
all by the slaughter of the entire herd 
on its breeding grounds. It is scarcely 
necessary to point out that this course 
of action would not accomplish the de- 
sired end. As the animals are never 
all present at one time on the island,a 
remnant would be left. which in time 
would revive the herd and with it the 
whole question. In the mean time ev- 
ery objection that has been urged 
against pelagic sealing would be justly 
chargable against such a slaughter. It 
would be necessary to lie in wait for 
the females and kill them as they came 
ashore on land to give birth to their 
young or to provide them with nour- 
ishment. The young must be slaught- 
ered wantonly or else be left to’starve. 
The proposition is an abominable one, 
without a single redeeming feature. 

“The fur seal is the noblest of all the 
animals of the sea. From a natural- 
ist’s point of view it is the most inter- 
esting form of life on the earth; from 
the commercial view it is one of the 
most valuable. Unlike the buffalo, elk, 
stag and like animals, it Occupies ter- 
ritory that cannot be used for any other 
purposes. Where the former animais 
honee roamed great cities have sprung 
up, but the haunts of the fur seal will 
be deserted for all time if their inhab- 
itants shall be destroyed. 

“Though sadly reduced in numbers, a 
nucleus of the fur-seal herd is still 
left. Under favorable conditions it can 
be restored. The Pribyloff herd once 
yietded 160,000 skins annually, worth 
$2,000,C00 or more, and without injury 
to itself. This would represent a cash 
value of $25.000,000. If properly pro- 
tected it will again reach this value. 
These figures represent'a sum too 
great to be thrown away in childish 
spite. To slaughter the fur-seal herd 
curselves because its preservation is 
beset by diplomatic difficulties, in which 
the fault has not all been on one side. 
would be a confession of impotence 
unworthy of a. civilized nation. It

MISSIONARY REPORTS. 


THE AMERICAN ROARD RECOUNTS 
ITS SUCCESSZS. 


Great Good Being Accomplished tn 
All of the Foretgn Fields To- 
ward the Uplifting of = the 
People—Spanish Queen a Stam- 
bling Dlock. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY 

BOSTON, Dec. 13.—The American 
Board of Foreign Missions made pud- 
lic today its eighty-seventh annual re- 
port. The receipts from all sources 
amounted to $642,781. California gave 
$10,393: Washington, $395; Montana, $75; 
Idaho, $27; Wyoming, $122, Utah, $74; 
Arizona, $204. The report deals at 
length with Turkish massacres, and 
Says: 

“While many Christians were killed 
or fled, the number of professed Chris- 
tians exceeds that previous to the out- 
races, The wound left by massacres 
and robberies has been slowly healing, 
althouch in some places the suffering 
has been quite as great as in the pre- 
vious year. Generous gifts that have 
come from well-nigh every, Eurcpean 
State, for the sufferers by massacre 
and for the care of orphans, are grate- 
fully acknowledged and have revealed 
the essential unity of the civilized 
world In a most impressive way. The 
demand for indemnity for losses sus- 
tained at Harpoot and Manasch, 
amounting im all to $190,000, has been 
pressed, as yet, without result. The 
changed conditions at Constantinople 
and the arrival of Dr. Angell, the new 
United States Minister to the Porte, 
may reasonably be expected to secure 
early and satisfactory action in re- 
gard to this claim and all other maie- 
rial questions at issue between our 
government and Turkey. 

“The distribution of funds from ai 
countries for the relief of suffering a™* 
the care of orphans involved this year 
the handling of $851,298. 

“The massacre, in which at least 
5000 Armenians were slaughtered in 
Constantinople, was the result osten- 
sibly of an attack on the OUttoman 
Bank of the city by a band of robbers, 
but in reality was the result of the 
same fanaticism and race hatred which 
deluged the’ whole empire with blood 
the previous year. On the third day, 
when the sovereign spoke the word, 
bloodshed ceased instantly throughou: 
the whole country. Criminals have re- 
ceived little or no punishment. Arme- 
nians were systematically imprisoned. 
employment denied them and threats 
held over them until more than 30 000° 
of them fled the city. 

“During the famine in India food 
rose to abnormal prices. As a large 
number of poor in India, nearly a third 
of all her population, live constantly 
on the verge of starvation when prices 
are normal, it is easy to imagine the 
result of such times as these. Riots 
occurred in many places; starvation 
stared millions in the face, and almost 
at once became an awful reality. The 
plague, or bubonic fever, first came to 
public notice in Bombay. A penic 
seized the 800,C00 inhabitants, and t:ains 
and steamers from the city became 
crowded with people fleeing to the 
country. The mortality of the city 
rose from 500 a week to 2000. The 
Christians in the city have been mar- 
velously preserved. Among them only 
a few cases have occurred. No deatn 
from plague has taken place in the 
Bombay church. 

“Dr. von Allen is building the finest 
hospital structures in Southern India 
Native women have less and less fear 
of attending a European dispensary, 
and are almost as well treated as here. 

“This is by far the most fruitful year 
in the history of South China missions. 
In the Foo Choo mission, within the 
last two years, there has been an ex- 
pansion of fleld and growth in churches, 
schools and hospital work anparalleled 
in the history of our missions in.China. 
There are but five unordained mission- 
aries in a field, which includes 2,000,000 
souls for which this mission is con- 
sidered responsible. The North China 
mission, located near the political cen- 
ter of the empire, giving access to 
more than 20,000,000 souls, ably man- 
aged and well established in seven 
wisely chosen centers, is one of the most 
important and promising, and the care 
is of the best. The educated Japanese 
are carefully studying the social and 
religious questions in which the schol- 
ars of the west are interested. 

“In Hawali one great drawback to 
rapid progress is the backward condi- 
tion of Hawaiian churches. Too large 
a, proportion of Hawailan church mem- 
bers are not only ignorant of the 
fundamental requirements, but indif- 
erent to the obligations of common hon- 
esty in the payment of promised sal- 
aries to their pastors. ) 

“In Spain the fact that missionaries 
are citizens of a country against which 
there is strong feeling growing out of 
the Cuban question does not seem to be 
changed. That which, perhaps, more 
than any other thing among the vist!- 
ble influences which prevail among the 
community has served as an obstable 
to the work in Spain has been the well]- 
known and powerful ultramontaine 
sympathies of the Queen Regent. This 
influence predominates entirely in the 
court, and from there reaches the most 
distant villages and gives courage and 
strength to the reactionary element 
throughcut the land. The Queen Re- 
gent is a good mother and intelligent

TO IMPROVE OUR FEDERAL BUILDING. 

The Senate yesterday passed the 
bill introduced by Senator White on 
June 4, 1897, “providing for the erec- 
tion of an addition to the public build- 
ing at Los Angeles, Cal., and appro- 
priating money therefor.” The amount 


It authorizes and directs the Secretary 
of the Treasury “to procure a site for 
and cause to be erected thereon a 
suitable addition to the public building 
now the property of the United States 
in the city of Los Angeles, Cal., with 
fire-proof vaults therein, for the ade- 
quate accommodation of the United 
States District and Circuit courts, in- 
ternal revenue, customs offices, and 
other government offices in the city of 
Les Angeles, Cal.” | 

There are good reasons for believing 
that the bill will pass the House with- 
out opposition, and that the funds for 
carrying on the work will be available 
in the near future. It is unnecessary 
to say that the improvement contem- 
plated is very much needed. The rapid 
growth of this city during the past 
decade has far outstripped the fadili- 
ties afforded by our postoffice build- 
ing, which is no more than adequate 
to the needs of ‘a city half the size of 
Los Angeles. The additions and im- 
provements authorized by Senator 
White’s bill will afford temporary re- 
lief, but they will by no means meet 
the permanent needs of the postoffice 
and other government offices in this 
city. It will not be many years be- 
fore further enlargements, or the 


diagrams or charts accompanying the 
specifications. A careful examination 
and perusal of these official docu- 
ments show how utterly indefensi- 
ble, trivial and absurd were the 
numerous objections advanced from 
time to time by the Secretary of War 
for the manifest purpose of delaying, 
unwarrantably, the beginning of work 
on this great and necessary public 
improvement. 

The law enacted by Congress gov-. 
erning this work was.as clear and 
specific in its provisions as any act 
that ever emanated from the legisla- 
tive branch of the government. It 
provided for a commission of experts 
to determine the disputed question as 
to the better site for the harbor, and 
declared that the decision of a ma- 
jority of that board of experts 
should be final as to the location of 
the harbor. The act also appropri- 
ated the sum of $50,000, to be at once 
available for defraying the expenses 
attendant upon the beginning of the 
work. First among these expenses,

WEBB TRYING TO VAULT INTO THE 
SADDLE. 

The City Council, yesterday, in post- 
poning action on the.proposition to 
suspend Walter H. Webb from the 
Board of Education, neglected a 
manifest and imperative duty. Webb 
is under indictment for a grave of- 
fense, and while that indictment is 


to exercise any of the functions of a 
member of the school board. He 
should have the decency to refrain 
voluntarily from participating in the 
deliberations of the board; but since 
he has »ot the sense of decency which 
ought % impeb him to that course, it 
is clearly the, duty of the Council to 
exercise its legal right to suspend him 
for the time being. The Council’s 
neglect of its obvious duty in this re- 
gird, at yesterday’s session, made pos- 
sible the disgraceful effort of Webb 
to control the election of a successor 
to Adams, at last night’s session of 
the Board of Education. If the Coun- 
cil had done its duty in the premises, 
Webb would have been powerless to 
make the exhibition of himself which 
he made at the board meeting. 
Councilman Hutchison urged post- 
ponement of the vote on Webb’s case, 
on the ground that “Webb is taking 
no part in the meetings of the school 
board.” The insincerity of Hutchi- 
son’s statement is shown in.the fact 
that Webb not only took part in last 
night’s proceedings of the board, but 
made a bold attempt to run things 
to his liking. He had evidently fixed 
up a nice little scheme to elect E. T. 
Hughes, a man of his choice, to the 


}evacancy created by the resignation of 


Adams. The fact that the schemé came 
near succeeding emphasizes the neces- 
sity for the suspension of Webb until 
his guilt has either been proven or 
disproven. Mr. Hughes may be a 
Suitable man for a member of the 
Board of Education; but the fact that 
he was nominated by Poor, and voted 
for by Bartlett, Poor and Webb, is de- 
cidedly against him.

[Stockton Mail:] Secretary Alger’s 
advertisement for bids for work on San 
Pedro Harbor has appeared. It is 
enough to make a cat laugh. It is al- 
together the funniest thing printed 
this year. 

When Secretary Alger was being 
urged on all sides to:begin the harbor 
work and was being heartily cursed 
for his intentional dilatoriness, he set 
up the plea that there were no funds 
available to pay for the preliminary 
advertismg. San Francisco and Leos 
Angeles papers promptly offered to do 
the advertising for nothing, but the 
Secretary responded that the govern- 
ment could not possibly aecept favors 
from private individuals or firms. The 
Los Angeles papers again began to ex- 
press their opinion of Mr. Alger in Jlan- 
guage more truthful than soft.

Baker said, however, that the 
City Engineer would have his survey 
completed in about two weeks and he

MEAT INSPECTION. 


The City Attorney presented an ordi- 


I nance designed to facilitate the work 


of the Meat and Milk Inspector, and it 
was pussed. 

The ordinance makes it unlawful for 
any one keeping a corral, slaughter- 
house or stock-yard or any place 
where meat, fish, game or poultry is 
kept or sold, or where meat is canned 


to prevent or oppose the entrance of 
the Meat-and Milk Inspector or other 
health or police officer or to prevent or 
oppose any inspection by such officer, 
A violation of the ordinance is made a 
misdemeanor, punishable by fine not 
exceeding $100 or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding 100 days, or both. ; 

The City Attorney also reported as 
follows: 

“In the matter of the petition of A. 
Scott, I am of the opinion that a party 
who has signed a petition for the im- 
provement of a street cannot with- 
draw his name from said petition after 
the filing of the same. 

“In the matter of the report of the 
City Clerk as to property purchased 
by the city on tax sales prior to the 
now existing law, I am of the opinion 
that the city, through its Council, has 
the right to sell all its interest and 
titlé in the tax certificates covering the 
sale of such property. 

“In the matter of the Improvement 
of Broadway between Seventh and 
Main streets, I would report that the 
only way to determine the status of the 
signers of the protest in relation to the 
propérty which they purport to repre- 
sent would be to have an examination 
of the record title made where the 
signing is by the alleged owner, and 
when signed by some one as agent to 
have some evidence of the right to so 
sign.” ° 
The City Attorney was directed to 
ascertain whether the signers of the 
Broadway protest are the owners of 
the property for which they signed. 

WILL RESUME NEGOTIATIONS. 

In accordance with the instructions 
of the Council, the City Attorney pre- 
sented the following resolution, which 
was unanimously*adopted: 

- “Be it resolved by the Mayor and 
Council of the city of Los Angeles as 
follows: 

“That the Los Angeles City Water 
Company, successors in interest of 
Griffin et al., to-the rights granted by

The Council also deferred action upon 
the proposed alley in the block bounded 
by Broadway, Hill, Fourth and Fifth 
streets.

The morning was chiefly occupied 
with the presentation of reports and 
routine business. The only matter of 
especial interest was the consideration 
of a petition presented by J. W. Hen- 
dricks, Esq.,and signed by about sev- 
enty voters of the Ninth Ward. The 
petition was as follows: 

INTERCEDE FOR WEBB. 

“We, the undersigned residents and 
voters of the Ninth Ward, would re- 
spectfully request that no action be 
taken by your honorable body in re- 
gard to the suspension of our represen- 
tative, Walter L. Webb, until such time 
as the evidence in his defense is sub- 
mitted to the Board of Education and 
action taken by that body. Up to the 
present time no opportunity has been 
allowed said Walter L. Webb to place 
evidence in his possession before the 
board in the trial now taking place be- 
fore that body.” 

Mr. Hendricks said, in presenting the 
petition. that he was not present to 
defend Webb, for he knew nothing of 
the facts except as they had been pub- 
lished in the newspapers. If the inves- 
tigation should prove Webb guilty, no 
one, Mr. Hendricks declared, would 
more heartily desire to see him walk the 
gang-plank than himself. He had long 
known that there was rottenness in 
the Board of Education, but though he 
had mere than once applied to Webb 
for assistance in seeuring positions for 
teachers, Webb had never “held him 
up.” He said that he was not present 
at Webb's request. 

President Silver said that without 
passing upon Webb's guilt or innocence, 
he questioned the propriety of allowing 
him to continue in office and take part 
in the deliberations of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, while an indictment is on file 
er him with malfeasance in of- 

ce. 

Hutchison said that he was opposed 
to suspending Webb from office at this 
time, inasmuch as Webb had not been 
participating in the business of the 
Board of Education for two weeks and 
would not do so. This statement was 
permitted to pass unchallenged, though 
of course not in accordance with the 
facts. It was destined to receive con- 
tradiction a few hours later at the 
meeting of the Board of Education 
when Webb not only “participated” in 
the proceedings, but undertook to ride 
rough shod over the wishes of the re- 
BSpectable members of the board.

STREET IMPROVEMENTS.

to Lucas avenue, between Seventh 
street and Ingraham street, and estab- 
lishing the grade of Anderson street 
from the south line of the Clement 
tract to a point 205 feet south of Aliso 
street.

THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Chief Glass Wants More Men and 
Two Branch Stations. 


The annual report of Chief of Police 
J. M. Glass contained several recom- 
mendations concerning the needs of 
the department. The present police 
force is but ninety-two men, includ- 
ing detectives, jailers, patrol drivers, 
sergeants and corner men, so that 
there are only sixty-nine men avail- 
able for patrol duty. An increase of 
twenty men is recommended, one-half 
of them to be mounted for duty in 
the annexed districts. 

The purchase of a new covered pa- 
trol wagon, which is to be ready for 
service about January 1, has been 
made, 

The Chief recommends _ the estab- 
lishment of two branch police — sta- 
tions, one near the corner of Hoover 
and Adams streets, and one in the 
Vernen district. 

The importance of having a police 
sicnal system is once more presented, 
and the Council is urged to appropriate 
$9900 for the purpose of establishing 
a system with fifty boxes. 

WHAT THE POLICE HAVE DONE. 

During the* year ending November 
30, 4649 arrests were made for crimes 
com nitte. in the county, 3480 of 
the persons arrested were convicted, 
73 of the convictions being for fel- 
onies and 36 other cases where felcny 
is charged are now pending in the 
Superior Court. There were 174 con- 
Victhions for petty larceny, Forty- 
three fugitives from other counties or 
States were arrested. In addition to 
the arrests for crime, 42 insane per- 
sons, were apprehended, 678 persons 
were taken to the Receilvine Hespital 
for medical ti -“tment, and 514 ledgers 
were accommodated ‘in the City Jail. 

wos: and stolen property to the 
value of $19,602 was recovered dur- 
the year. 

The number of meals furnished in 
the jail was 84,090, and the saving to 
the city by having the cooking done 
in the jai! by prisoners, is estimated 
at $7381. 

Fines and forfeited bail collected in 
the Police Court amounted to $7335. 


THE PUBLIC. LIBRARY, 


Much Valuable Information in the 
Librarian’s Report. 

The report of the board of directors 
of the Public Library for the past year 
contains some important suggestions. 
The great need of larger quarters for 
the library is touched upon, and refer- 
enee is made to the proposal recently 
made to erect‘a library building. The 
djrectors express their appreciation of 
the assistance given by the press, by 
the Council and by private individuals. 

The report of the librarian, Mrs. 
Wadleigh, which accompanies that of 
the directors, is an exhaustive pres- 
entation of the work and condition of 
the library. It contains a large amount 
of vary valuable information. 

The receipts of the library for the 
year, as shown in the report, amounted 
to $29,138.70, and the expenses were 
$23,992.66, leaving a balance on hand 
of $5,146.04 

The number of books in the library 
on December 1, 1896, was 44,561. Since 
then 4952 have been added, 1297 books 
have been discarded, and 82 have been 
lost and paid for, making the present 
number of books in the library 48,148. 
During the year 4915 new membefs 
have been received, of whom 2045 were 
men and 2845 were women. 

THE CIRCULATION. 

The increase in circulation has been 
less than in previous years, amounting 
to only 2% per cent. Interesting com- 
ment is made upon the excellent re- 
sults accomplished by the establish- 
ment of a branch department at Casa 
de Castelar, the home of the Los An- 
geles Settlement Association. 

Naturally works of fiction command 
the largest circulation, the number for 
the year being 235,034. Magazines come 
second with a circulation of 84,950, and 
juvenile literature third with 74,503.

The daily circulation of the library 
has ranged from 563 to 3891.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT. 


Statistics of Births and Deaths—Im- 
portant Recommendations. 

The annual report of Dr, Powers, the 
Health Officer, is as follows: 

“There were 1412 deaths reported dur- 
ing the year, giving a death rate of 
13.7 per thousand of population of the 
city, which have been classified as fol- 
lows:

“Of the 1412 deaths 265 occurred in 
the various hospitals: 177 of the 265

“The Coroner certified to 221 of the 
1412 deaths reported. There were 39 


deaths from suicide, S7. males and 2 fe-

males, The nativities of the suicides 
were as follows: Twenty-two, United 
States, 19 whites and 3 colored; 8 Ger- 
many, 1 eos 1 Italy, 1 Mexico, 1 
Ireland, weden, 1 Switzerland, 1 
Japan. 

“One hundred and _ seventy-eight: 
deaths were of children under the age 
oflyear. The agsigned causes of death 
of these children were as follows: Sev- 
enteen from infectious diseases, 44 from 
diseases of the digestive system, 25 
from diseases of the respiratory sys- 
tem, 20 from diseases of the nervous 
System, 9 from diseases of the circula- 
tory system, 1 from disease of the 
genito-urinary organs, 30 from consti- 
tutional diseases, 1 from accident, 31 
from miscellaneous diseases. 

“There were 44 deaths of children be 
tween the eges of 1 and 2 years, 63 
deaths of childten between the ages of 
2 and 5 years, 39 deaths of children be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 10 years. To- 
tal number of children under the age 
of 10 years, 324, or 22.87 per cent. of 
the deaths which occurred in the city 
of all ages. 

“Fifty-seven deaths reported to have 
been caused by tuberculosis of other 
parts of the body than the lungs were 
classed with the specific infectious dis- 
eases, and as we believe about all of 
the deaths reported as due to ‘con- 
sumption” and ‘“‘phthisis’’ were tuber- 
cular, we therefore feel justified in 
classing them with the tubercular, 
which would give us 355 deaths caused 
by tuberculosis, or 24.4 per cent. of all 
deaths during the year. Of the 57 
deaths from tuberculosis in other parts 
of the body than the lungs, 25 were of 
persons who had resided in the city 
less than one year, and also 115 of 298 
deaths reported to have been caused 
by “consumption” and “phthisis’” had 
resided in the city less than one year. 

“A question arises as to the advisa- 
bility of isolating tubercular patients; 
there is no doubt but that all apart- 
ments once occupied, by tubercular pa- 
tients should be disinfected before be- 
ing occupied by other persons; there-. 
fore, all cases of tuberculosis should 
be reported if not isolated. 


BIRTHS, 


“Births reported to the health office 
during the year were 1621, 59 of which 
were still-born, leaving 1562 living chil- 
dren, 1526 of which were whites, and 36 
colored; 800 moles and 762 females; 899 
children were born of parents natives 
of the United States; 376 of parents of 
foreign birth; 271 with one parent na- 
tive of the United States and the other 
foreign; 16 nativities of parents un- 
known. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES REPORIED 


“About two weeks after fiesta week, 
Which took place in April, Dr. J. de 
Barth Shorb reported a case of vario- 
loid, which was removed to the City 
Hospital. The mattress, carpet, etc., 
were destroyed, and the apartments 
occupied by the’ patient fumigated. 
This case is supposed to have origi- | 
rated from wearing infected clothing in 
the flesta parade. ; 

“All buildings occupied by persons 
affected with diphtheria and scarlet 
fever are placarded, and as soon as 
reported recovered are promptly and 
as thoroughly as possible disinfected 
and fumigated with formaldehyde gas. 

‘““Three hundred and sixteen cases of 
diphtheria were reported during the 
year; thirty-seven of these proved fatal, 
which gives a death rate of 11.66 per cent. 
of all cases reported. This is the low- 
est death rate ever obtained in this 
city, which is due to a great extent to 
the general use of anti-toxine. The 
State Board of Health eeased to pro- fF 
vide anti-toxine free during the spring, 
which has caused in many cases a de- 


lay in the use of the same, and thereby 


the loss of the beneficial effects of this 
remedy during the period or stage of 
the disease in which it is most effect- 
ual. The greater number of cases have 


occurred in that section of the city 


where there are no sewers, and where 
cesspools and privy vaults are in use, 
and where other accumulations of filth 
were left. Several cases have .been re- 
ported in children on or soon after their 
arrival in the city, justifying the sus- 
picion of the parents that the disease 
was contracted on the cars by coming 
in contact with persons sick of the 
disease on the cars, or possibly occu- 
pying cars thus infected. Before many 
more weeks we hope to be able to give 
aid in diagnosis of all suspected cases 
of diphtheria by bacteriological means, 
thereby securing more prompt isolation 
and the exclusion of cases not real 
diphtheria. 

“There were twenty-three cases of 
scarlet fever, of which not one proved 
fatal. 

“Typhoid fever and measles are re- | 
duired to be reported, but are not pla- 
carded. 

“There were 144 cases of typhoid fever 
reported, twenty-five of which proved 
fatal, giving 17.36 per cent. of the deaths 
of the cases reported, which is high, 
and may be accounted for by the fact 
that many cases are difficult of diagno- 
sis and are not promptly reported. We 
have endeavored to ascertain the source 
of infection in nearly all of the cases 
in order that we might more intelligi- 
bly prevent the spread of the disease, 
and in our investigations we found at 
least 45 per cent. of all cases reported 
originated or were infected at points 
outside of the city. 

“There were seven cases of measles 
reported, not.one proving fatal. 

INDIGENT POOR. | 

“The indigent poor who were confined 
to their homes and unable to attend 
the free dispensary have received medi- 
cal attention whenever the office has 
been notified of such needed services. 

PESTHOUSE. 


“Tt is to be regretted that a creditable 
and comfortable building has not been 
constructed upon the grounds now 
owned by the city for the reception and 
eare of such cases of infectious dis- 
eases as should be isolated to protect 
the public health, and at the same 
time to preserve the lives and health 
of those who are so unfortunately af- 
flicted. The inestimable value of a 
properly-constructed and conducted 
hospital for the purpose of providing a 
temporary home for those who are only 
visiting the city and many residents 


‘| of the city who are unable to provide 


he necessary apartments for isolation 
poe care can best be appreciated by a 
thearough knowledge of the manner in 
which such cases are too often handled 
in the hotels and lodging-houses where 
there is unwisely more fear that the 
house may be placarded than there is 
of a spread of the disease. 

“The fact of the existence of such a 
disease is kept a secret until many per- 
sons are exposed to infection, and the 
risk of life grows serious and the loss

efficiency and willingness to faithfully 
care for the smallpox patients cannot 
be secured in any other person. 

INSPECTION OF MEAT 

“During the year there were twenty~ 
made by the inspector; 342 inspections 
of meat, fish and poultry markets. 
The inspector condemned three calves, 
sixty-one pounds of pork, thirty-seven 
chickens and 396 pounds of beef. 

“Tintil the Ist of May last, there was 
no daily record kept of the meat and 
milk imspector’s work. We feel as- 
sured of more thorough and satisfac- 
tory inspection of the meats and milk 
the coming year. Since.the first of last 
May there have been 191 dairies regis- 
tered. The number of cows in these 
dairies were 3556 and the amount of 
milk sold from the dairies 7682 gallons 
per day. There have been 409 inspec- 
‘ions of the dairies made by the in- 
spector, and 474 samples of milk col- 
‘ected from wagons and restaurants. 
The last fifty samples taken showed an 
average butter fat of 4.1 per cent., 13.25 
per cent. solids, 86.65 water, and only 
four of the fifty samples fell below the 
standard in any one of the require- 
ments.

NUISANCES. 


spectors have served 861 notices to con- 
nect buildings with the public sewers; 
2678 written notices to abate nuisances, 
4130 verbal notices to abate nuisances 
and condemned the plumbing in ninety- 
three buildings. Formerly the notices 
to connect buildings with the’ sewers, 
and to abate nuisances were not in- 
variably followed up to assure observ- 
ance of the orders, but now the in- 
Spectors are keeping strict account of 
all notifications made, and revisit the 
premises until their orders have been 
obeyed.

“There have been many difficulties in 
the way preventing satisfactory clean- 
ing of the streets. The uneven and 
worn serfaces of some of the streets, 
the provision in the contract for ma- 
chine sweeping, and the contract sys-

MR. RIPLEY’S OPINION. 


ANSWER TO A KANSAS MAN’S ROAD 
ARTICLE. : 


The Santa Fe President Dives into 


a-Sea of Facts and Figures to 
Show His Opponent’s Error in 
the “Kansas Commoner.’ 


President Ripley of the Santa Fé has 
contributed-the following to the Kansas 
Commoner in reply to an article by W. 
F. Brown of Pratt county: 

“You will-readily understand that I 


have no desire to become involved ina 


newspaper controversy, but the infer- 
ences which Mr. Brown draws from 
certain figures which he quotes are so 
absurd and unjust that it seems a pity 
to permit his argument to go unno- 
ticed, as there are a great many people 
Who necessarily do not know the facts, 
and who might accept Mr. Brown's 
conclusions. Whether Mr. Brown him- 
self knows the facts or not, I do not 
pretend to say, but I prefer to believe 
his is writing in ignorance rather than 
that he is deliberately attemping to 
mislead the people, and to create preju- 
dice against the railway and other in- 
terests, 

“The object of Mr. Brown’s article is 
to show -that the rates of transporta-. 
tion in this country are too high, In 
‘Support of this he quotes figures in re- 
lation to the Parcel Post in England, 
the third-class fares in India, the same 
fares in Russia and the rates on work- 
ingmen’s trains in Belgium. As it is 
on the Belgium figures that he lays

“Mr. Brown says that spec‘al werk-. 


ingmen’s trains are run on the rail- 
ways of Beigium, on which the work- 
ingmen can ride to and from their work 
six times a week at rates which are 
very low. His exact figures are as

6 miles from their homes..... 27 & 
12 miles from ra homes..... 37 cents a week 
18 miles from their homes..... 41 cents a week 
24 miles from their homes..... 45 cents a week

“Now, Belgium is a countr less tha

“Belgium had the first r 
on the continent of is 
best highways, probably in the world 
today; ft is one dense hive of industry 
from one corner to the other, and 
finally, ithasa populatien of about 2000 
people to every mile of railway. With 
more than thirteen times as many peo- 
ple to travel on each line of road, is it 
Surprising that the Belgium railways 
can charge lower rates? The figures 
Which Mr. Brown quotes, moreover 
are only the figures on special work- 
ingmen’s trains, which run twice a 
day, tuking the men to work in the 
morning and bringing them back at 
hight. They run — short distances 
through crowded districts, and are sure 
of spmething more than a full load to 
each car each trip each day in the 
year. If the people of Kansas can fur- 
nish travel, let us say, one-half as 
heavy as the people of Belgium furnish, 
I will guarantee on behalf of the Santa 


Fé road—I think I can speak for all. 
make 


the railroads in Kansas—to 

“One point more in regard to Belgium 
which Mr. Brown overlooks is that the 

average weekly wages of the working- 
men of Belgium are about $5. If the 
railways in Kansas could hire their 
labor and buy all their supplies on the 
Belgium scale of prices, again I say 
there will be no trouble in making Bel- 
gium rates. 

“In regard to India. Mr. Brown says 
that the third-class fares range from 
4-12 to 5-12 of a cent a mile. I think 
he is making a mistake and figuring 
the India anna at 2 cents, but this is 
immaterial, for it is a fact that the 
Indian railways do carry passengers in 
their third-class cars or carriages at 
a rate of about a quarter of a cent a 
mile. What Mr. Brown fails to say, 
however, is that these third-class ecar- 
riages are built and reserved solely for 
the use of the colored native popula- 
tion. White people do not, and are not 
allowed to, and would not if they could, 
travel in them. They more closely re- 
semble our cattle cars than any other 
kind of vehicle in the United States. 
Speaking of them, a recent writer says: 
‘In these cars the poor wretches are 
packed literally like sardines, but they 
are willing to endure any discomforts 
for the pleasure of riding on the steam 
cars.’ 

“British India has a population of 
probably 240,000,000 people, Over the 
whole of its extent of about a million 
equare miles it has 240 people to every 
Square mile, or sixty people to every 
quarter-section. Instead of 150 people 
to the mile of railway, as in Kansas, 
there are in India, roughly, 20,000 to 
the mile. It would be easier to under- 
stand the condition of affairs in India 
if the red Indians in this country, in- 
stead of dying off, had increased and 
multiplied amazingly so that the coun- 
try had today an Indian population of 
sax 300,000,000. Suppose this population 
to be as poverty-stricken as the Amer- 
ican Indian is today, and, suppose fur- 
,sther, that they are compelled by their 
religion to be constantly on the move 
in Pilgrimages in huge masses, so that 
the railways would pick them up in 
their cattle trains in full trainloads, at 
every mile of the track, and carry 
them in solid blocks to their destina- 

‘tion. This is what the railways of In- 
dia are doing today. Yet, curiously 
enough, Mr. Brown is evidently una- 
ware that there is a serious agitation 
going On against the native Indian 
passenger rates as being too high, for 
all that they are only a quarter of a 
cent per mile. The truth is, of course, 
that prices are relative. Common labor 
in India receives in wages about 4% 
cents a day. Fora day’s wage, there- 
fore, a native can only travel, even at 
the lowest rate, about twenty miles. As 
the distances are great which he has 
to cover in his pilgrimages he has to 
starve himself the whole year round to 
be able to make the trip by rail, and 
it is a literal fact that they do starve 
themselves for this purpose and die of 
starvation by thousands even in years 
when there is no famine, while inability 
to save even the rate required makes 
them move yearly by millions on foot 
over the highways, because they cannot 
travel by rail. It is probable that it 
will be necessary to reduce the rate in 
India below the present figures. 

“In regard to Russia, Mr: Brown says 
that under the new tariff a person can 
travel for distances up to 106 miles at 


a rate of about three-quarters of a cent. 


a mile. He does not say what kind of 
a person. <As in Belgium thé low rate 
quoted is only for the workingmen on 
their special trairis, and as in India 
the low rate is made for moving the 
masses of the natives, while in both 
countries the first-class rate is higher 
than the highest rate in America, so it 
is in Russia. The population of Russia 
amounts to about five thousand persons 
to every mile of railway. The great 
bulk of these are of the class which 
until recently were serfs. The average 
weekly wages in Russia in all trades 
end classes of labor amount to about 
$4, Even at three-quarters of a cent,

the crowds of emancipated 


therefore, the Russian workingman can 
only travel about five hundred and 
twenty miles for , his whole 
wages, and he travels under conditions 
of discomfort in the equipment and ac- 
commodations which are furnished, 
which no white man living in Kansas 
would consent to submit to for travel- 
ing half a block. As was said of Bel- 
gium, if the railways of Kansas can 
have the Russian population, and if the 
people of Kansas will submit to the 
Russian railway service there will be 
no trouble whatever in making Russian 
rates in Kansas. 

“The other point which Mr. Brown 
raises is in regard to the English Par- 
cels Post. It:is quite true that the 
Postoffice Department of the British 
sOvernment covers a wider field in 
some respects than the Poetoffice De- 
partment in this country, and the Par- 
cels Post, since it was instituted in 
England, has beena great succees and 
a& great convenience, especially in the 
absence -of any express companies over 
there. The government handles the 
parcels just as it does the letter mail, 
and it makes up any deficiency out of 
the revenue from general taxes. The 
same thing could be done in this coun- 
try. So far as the cost of the service 
g0es, to the people it makes very little 
difference whether they pay jt directly 
in charges on the individual article or 
whether it is paid subsequently in taxes 
to make up a government deficiency. 
But the parties to criticise for its ab- 
sence in this country are not the rail- 
roads, but the administration in Wash-. 
ington. It is a matter which Mr, 
Brown had better refer to the Post- 
master-General. 

“Now, in all the foregoing, I have 
simply extended and elucidated the ref- 
erences which Mr. Brown makes. In 
his article he states certain facts with- 
out stating any of the surrounding con- 
ditions. In all the countries which Mr. 
Brown quotes, in spite of all the «d- 
vantages and density of population and 
of the far greater cost which has been 
put into the railways to make them 
operate economically, the first-class 
rates are higher than the rates in the 
United States, and im)every country 
where accommodations similar to those 
furnished to travelers on the railways 
of Kansas can be obtained at all (and 
in most countries they cannot be ob- 
tained at all) they cost the traveler 
much more than they do here 

“Mr. Brown intended his article to be 
a criticism and reflection on the rail- 
ways of this country. Yet, does it not 
occur to him that there could not bea 
more splendid compliment paid to the 
American railways than tHe fact that 
when he searched for comparative rates 
in other countries he could only find 
such rates by going among the teem- 
ing working classes of Belgium, the 
masses of colored natives of India and 
serfs of 
Russia? He mentions rates for carrying 
parcels in England and third-class pas- 
sengers in other countries, pp he 
makes no reference at all to freight 
rates or passenger rates in general. It 
is a pity that he did not do this, be- 
cause some recent comparisons have 
been made. ‘The railways of Great. 
Britain are supposed to be the best 
built and model railways of the world. 
Englishmen with their commercial in- 
stinct, think that they have their rail- 
way service and everything else per- 
formed as cheaply as is humanly possi- 
ble. Yet, comparing the lowest freight 
ratein England with the corresponding. 
rates in this country the difference is 
such that if the American railways 
could get the English rate they would 
receive $350,000,000 a year more in 
freight revenue than they receive to- 
day. 
“T regret that this communication has 
extended to such a length, but while 
it is easy to’state in brief compass One 
or two isolated facts, as Mr. Brown has 
done, it is less easy to state, as I have 
tried to do, even the most essential of

Drying Vegetables. 


[Chicago News:] A new and pe- 
culiar industry has recently been de- 
veloped in Santa Clara county, Cail., 
that of vegetable drying. The prep- 
aration of dried vegetables for the 
market will probably never equal that 
of dried fruits in its importance in 
California, but as the vegetables thus 
prepared are regarded as superior to 
those canned, the latter industry is 
likely to suffer, as the former de- 
velops. ©The vegetables are dried 
practically by the ‘same_ processes 
which have given California the con- 
trol of the fruit-drying industry, and 
the same set of driers are utilized 
for both, the seasons between’ the 
ripening of certain fruits being util- 
ized in the drying of vegetables. So 
far, potatoes, carrots and onions are 
the chief vegetables that have been 
dried, the evaporators in- which they 
are placed being: something like a 
diminutive Ferris wheel revolving 
close to hot-air pipes. It requires six 
or seven pounds of fresh potatoes, nine 
of carrots and twenty of onions to 
make one pound of dried. Dried veg- 
etables are in demand wherever tried, 
but especially in mining regions. |

FIELD OF ELECTRICITY. | 


DEVELOPMENT OF TOWNS 
ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 


Telegrephing Without Wires—Safety 
Electric Lamp—How Bicycles Af- 
fect Rallway Reteipts — What 
the X Ray is now Good For.

Starnant communities, which are en- 
viously regarding the new life and 
prosperity which the instaliaiion of 
trolley roads has brought into many 
country districts, should find whole- 
‘come stimulation in some of the evi- 
dence given in Bceston before a special 
committee on the relations between 
street railways and the municipal cor- 
porations. One promoter and operator 
of many Massachusetts street railways, 
in giving his experience in regard t0 
the Worcester, Leicester and Spencer 
electric railway, said that hearings 
were given in each town on the pro- 
posed line, and about one-half the stock 
was taken in those places. Before that 
there was no conveyance to Letcester 
except a coach, which made 
trips a day. Now Leicester has gained 
$90,000 in taxable property ‘from the 
yoad, and the cars run @fty irips a day, 
the fare being 10 cents. To Spencer 
the fare from Worcester by steam train 
was 50 cents; by electric road it is 20 
cents. All the gr@iing and widening 
was done by the road. Not one town 
paid out a cent in street improvements, 
because of the running of the line. An- 
other case adduced was that of the line 
between Haverhill and Amesbury, 
through Merrimac. The whole width 
of the street was graded to 8 per eent. 
free of expense to the towns. The fare 
from Haverhill to Merrimac by steam 


train was 38° cents, the route being 
through two New Hampshire towns. 
By electric line it is 10 cents. There 


are three or four trips daily by train 
and from thirty to forty trips by elec- 
trics. The fare from Haverhill to 
Amesbury by steam train is €5 cents; 
by electrics 25 cents. The South Fram- 
ingham, Holliston and Milford line was 
next. described. There one of. the 
towns paid $2000 for street widening, 
while the road paid $8000. Before this 
line was started it was impossible for 
a person leaving Boston after 5 o’clock 
at night to reach Milford or Hopedale 
the same night unless he hired a car- 
riage to South Framingham. Now he 
can leave Boston at 9 o’clock, and on 
Saturdays at 11 o’clock, and get home 
the same night. In a large number of 
cases in New England the new electric 
roads had not cost the towns they cont 
nected with the main arteries of traffic 
a dollar, while the average reduction in 
fares was 50 per cent. everywhere. 


ELECTRIC RAILWAYS AND BI- 
CYCLES. 

Maj. I. B. Brown, in making his 
annual report on the street railways 
of Pennsylvania, states that the re- 
ceipts of the State street railways 
have considerably fallen off within 
the twelve months. He regards the 
use of the bicycle, by both business 


people and pleasure-seckers, as the 
main source cf the reduction in the 
traffic of many street railway com- 


panies. He finds that in cities where 
the hills are steep, and less favor- 
able conditions for bicycle riding ex- 
ist, the railway companies have not 
been affected by it to the same ex- 
tent, but in many places it cannoct 
be gainsaid that the bicycle has be- 
come a most formidable competitor cf 
the street railway. In order to se- 
cure substantial confirmation of this 
view, an observation was made in a 
leading street eof Harrisburg, about 
two months ago. The observation 
covered two daya, from 7 o’clock in 
the morning to 6 o’clock in the even- 


ing. During that time, 6078 persons 
passed a given point, 1962 in the cars, 
and 4116 on bicycles; i. e., 67.7 per 


cent.. on bicycles; ‘and 32.3 per cent. 
on the cars, 
one in favor of the wheel. The fiz- 
ures secured at Harrisburg are by 
no means exceptional. In the month 
of October, the city engineering de- 
partment: of Rochester, Y., had 
occasion to collect statistics of street 
travel as a basis of estimating .the 
wearing qualities of different kinds 
of asphalt. Men were stationed at 
the four points in the city where 
the traffic is largest, and a count 


‘made of the vehicles passing hetween 


9 o’clock in the morning and 7 o’clock 
in the evening. At one point 1146 
bicycles were counted, and 692 ecar- 
riages; at another, 5115 bicycles an 
2294 carriages; at a third, 7401 bicycles 
and 3571 carriages; and at the fourth, 


2883 bicycles and 1894 carriages. Un- 


der the description of carriages were 
included all kinds of vehicles other 


_than the bicycle.

VAL VERDE STOCK 


THE OVERISSUE MUST BE 
GARED FOR. 


Shares Sold by Wilde Said to Be 
Good Whether He Was Dis- 
charged as Stated or Not. 


A RECEIVER IS NOW WANTED. 
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NO OFFICE OF THE COMPANY OPEN 
IN THIS CITY. 

Wilde the Second Secretary of the 
Val Verde to Swindle the Stock- 
holders—He Fled With a 
Woman, 


The transactions in Val Verde min- 
ing stock, both on and off the floor 
of the Mining Exchange, continues to 
be a fruitful topic of gossip among 
the brokers and business men who 
deal in mines and mining securities. 

The statement made by telegram 
from Randsburg on Saturday to the 
effect that James R. Wilde, the late 
secretary of the company, who 
“dumped” 250,000 shares of Val Verde 
stock on the market and then “skipped 
by the light of the moon,” had been 
discharged on November 16,1897, is 
laughed at by the brokers. 

As late as December 4, 1897, Mr. 
Wilde was in charge of the books, the 
stock certifiate blanks and the cor- 
porate seal of the company, and even 
at a later date this month. President 
Burcham of the company that owns 
the Val Verde mine, wrote to a broker 
here asking about Wilde, where he 
was and what he was doing, but mak- 
ing no mention of his having been 
discharged. The law compels every 
company issuing stock to keep an of- 
fice open every day in the year, except 
Sundays, and legal holidays, where 
stock certificates may be transferred. 
There has been no office of the Rands- 
burg Mining, Milling and Water Sup- 
ply Company open in this city, where 
their stock certificates say their: of- 
fice is located, since Wilde disappeared 
about a week ago, but up to the time 
of his disappearance and long after 
November 16 last, Wilde conducted 
the office of the company and sold 
stock. 

The stock sold by Wilde is . posi- 
tively claimed to be good, whether 
an overissue or’ not. It is signed by 
the president and secretary of the 
company, and the seal is properly 
affixed. If Wilde has issued more 
. stock than the company has a right 
to issue under the law, then the over- 
issue will have to be made good by 
cancelling enough of ‘the shares of 
genuine stock held by the officers and 
original stockholders of the com- 
pany to cover the overissue and thus 
put the bogus shares on a foundation 
with those legitimately issued. 

The only losers in the transaction 
are the. Val Verde people, and this is 
not the first time they have lost money 
in the same way. Some months ago, 
when the Randsburg , mining bqom 
was at its height, a man named 
Huteson was secretary of the coni-° 
pany. He sold stock in the company’s 
office, as there was no mining stock 
exchange at the time, for fancy prices 
and issued as many shares as he could 
sell, then pocketed the receipts and 
disappeared. The company took care 
of every share of stock he sold. 

Wilde.was given Huteson’s position, 
and apparently improved upon his 
methods of doing business. Wilde is-: 
sued certificates hi 
number of 
shares. If it is true that Wilde was 
removed as secretary on November 16 
last, these shares will be absolutely 
good, since they can be dated No- 
vember 1, 1897, or any other date the 
purchaser chooses to give them. 

L. A. Druhle, who is said to have 
bought about one hundred thousand 
shares of the Val Verde stock from 
Wilde. and still wants more, says 
Mrs. Wilde told him before she left 
for EXngland iast Thursday that her 
husband had run away with another 
woman. She said she was in Eng- 
land when friends wrote to her of the 
liaison Wilde had formed, and _ she 
hurried home. Her husband was 
taken by surprise, and was very angry 
because she returned. He at once be- 
gan making plans to leave her, and, 
in order to raise money, floated the 

e Val Verde Company is hunti 
Wilde, and will him, “if 
caught, for felony.

to take it. Seeing that there was no 
further market, Mr. Wilde concluded 
to ‘do the best he could’ for himself. 
But he sold no stock on the exchange. 
He did sell 150,000 shares in three lots 
to a party of: brokers, who knew what 
they were doing, some of it dated later 
than the alleged discharge. They got 
it at a job-lot price, and sold it out 
again on the exchange to other brokers 
on their personal account. One broker 
holds over 10,000 shares of Val Verde. 
He also knew what he was doing. The- 
stock did not go to outsiders, and that 
nobody .was hurt is indicated by the 
fact that the buying broker has lately 
been offering on the floor $6 for more 
stock, although the prices previously 
went down to $1. If Wilde disposed of 
another 100,000 shares, or sold any as 
high as $8 or $10, it was not sold on the 
exchange. 

“In selling to the brokers, Mr. Wilde 
claimed to be disposing of his personal 
holdings. This may or may not have 
been true’ If he sold company stock 
too cheap, the company was betrayed, 
especially if he pocketed the proceeds, 
but the buyers are safe. If Wilde is- 
sued more stock than the company is 
entitled to issue, he is liable to go to 
the penitentiary, for that is a felony. 
As the stock was also signed by Presi- 
dent Burcham, the felony charge might 
be made against him, though*he was 
doubtless innocent of offense, if one 
were committed: His official negligence 
and his trust in the secretary would 
make him liable. If there were an 
over-issue, President Burcham could 
make it right by canceling some of his 
own million shares. But the legality of 
outstanding stock cannot be questioned 
by the company. 

Very little Val Verde stock has ever 


been bought on the exchange, until this | . 
‘slump’ occurred, and when any was | 


bought it was generally by a breker 
for speculation and resold to other 
brokers. They have never pushed this 
stock’ publicly, because of the manner 
in which secretaries and promoters 
handled it, the exchange generally pre- 
ferring to sell listed stocks about which 
they could learn something, while 
brokers believe all the Val Verde stock 
issued is good, it is just as well for the 
public to. continue to keep hands off, 
and let brokers, who think they know 
what they are about, have it out with 
the company until the true state of 
affairs is known. 

“Tre Mining Exchange acts simply 
as a_ clearinghouse. It cannot tell 
whether a certificate is forged any 
more than can a bank clearinghouse 
pass upon a,check. A broker who has 
a certificate of stock in the New York 
Central Railway could offer it on the 
exchange. If it were purchased the 
exchange would pass the certificate 
from the selling broker to the buying 
broker. The exchange would not guar- 
antee that such a company exists, and 
therefore the sale would go under the 
head of “unlisted’’ stock. In the case 
under discussion the brokers buying 
knew that Secretary Wilde had gone, 
when the exchange trading was going 
on, and teday none of the stock could 
be had on call though a bid four times 
the minimum selling price was made. 

‘It is true that listed stock is the 
safest to dealin. The exchange simply 
permits brokers to buy and to sell un- 
listed stock to one another, at their 
peril, and they hold each other respon- 
sible. The unlisted company does not 
show its hook to exchange officers, nor 
make reports.”

More Violators of the Hitching Or- 
dinance Fined.

STREET RAILWAY INVEST- 
MENTS. The United States Investor 
has compiled some interesting sta- 
tistics respecting the street railway 
bankruptcies that have occurred in 
the Itnited States since October, 
The shows that in the 


last three yvoars sixty-four reads, with 


a total bonded and fleating debt of 
$40,608,826, and owning 958 miles of 
track. have gone into the hands of 
recgivers. Only one California com- 
pany, the Citizens’ Traction of San 


Diero, is included in the list, and this 
one company represents only $80,000 of 
the debt and five miles of track of the 
stupendous total. Los Angeles has 


had its share of street-railway diffi- 
culties, but that was more than 
three years ago. The foreclosure of 
the old Temple-street cable road is 


the only exception, and occurred too 
recently to be included in the table. 
Since the reorganization of the old 
companies, and the substitution of 
electric power for horse. and cable, 
few cities in the country have a be'‘ter 
street railway system than 


geles, and, if properly managed, a 
appears to be no reason why th 
should not be paying properties. 


Speaking of the showing made by its 
street railway statistics, the Investor 
favs: 

“When it is considered that the to- 
tal debt of the sixty-four roads ag- 
gregates but a trifle over 6 per cent. of 
the entire funded debt of all the roads 
in this country, that the track mileage 
represented is also but a little in ex- 
cess of 6 per cent. of the total street 
railway track mik®ge of the United 
States. and that not quite 4 per cent. 
of all the cars owned by street rail- 
wavy lines in this country are here 
represented, the showing is certainly 
not a bad one. and should not serve 


to disturb anybody. The comparison 
between street-railway bankruptcy 
and that of steam railways is, in- 


deed, favorable, and with some other 
forms of bankruptcy is not odious. 
But, after all, the showing ought to 
be better than it is, and the reason 
that it is not better is found in cer- 
tain facts which should be corrected. 

“The increase in the street railway 
mileage in this country during the 
past five years has been phenomenal, 
and the amount of investment capital 
which has been attracted to such 
construction has been astonishing. 
The natural result has been that here 
and there bad men and bad methods 
have crept in, and over-capitalization, 
and overbonding and mismanagement 
have resulted. The basis for many 
of these receiverships lies in the pay- 
ing of an excessive price for old 
horse-railways, paying an unneces- 
raily high price for reconstruction and 
reéquipment of such lines; the exten- 
sion of branch lines into territory 
which did not warrant anything like 
a fair return for such expenditure: 
the construction and development of 
lines in towns whose population and 
business could not support a street 
railway system, and furthermore (and 
a most frequent reason for trouble,) 
the profits of ‘construction’ compa- 
nies, promotors, bankers and brokers. 

“It is a fact which cannot be denied 
that the over-capitalization of costs is 
almost universal, and in numerous in- 
stances there has occurred an over- 
capitalization of earning power, the 
result of which—as in the case of 
steam railroads—has been reorganiza- 
tion and a scaling down of all values 
purely nominal. Too many  ‘syndi- 
cates’ have been formed, and too much 
profit has gone into the pockets of 
their members: however, the situa- 
tion is improving. Some funda- 
mental changes have been made, and, 
with returning prosperity throughout 
the country, our street railways will 
improve generally. 

“The future of the street-railway 
industry in the United States is 
bright, and déspite the weeding-out 
process which must continue indefi- 
nitely, street-railway securities com- 
pare very favorably with securities 
based on other branhes of industrial 
enterprise.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

EARLY ORANGE SHIPMENTS. 
While the prices realized for Califor- 
nia oranges in the early part of the 
season are usually tempting, it is ques- 
tionable whether it is wise to ship 
fruit before it is thoroughly ripened. 
Oranges that are “yellowish with a 
green tip” are not calculdted to bring 
California fruit into favon Oranges 
for the eastern holiday trade should be 
carefully selected so that the reputa- 
tion of the fruit for palatableness may 
not suffer. Apropos to the early mar- 
keting of Oranges, the California Fruit 
Grower publishes the following corre- 
spondence from New York, under date 
of November 26: 

“A carload of Washington navels 
from Glendora was sold today. The 
fruit was immature, some being in 
color a rosy red and a portion yellowish 
With a green tip. The consignment 
Was sour and the quality as a whole far 
from being up to the expectations of 
buyers. The carload realized from $2.40 
to $3.40 with an average of $3. A car- 
load from Porterville is being sold out 
at from $4.25 to $4.50. We understand 
that only about twenty-five cars daily 
are leaving the State, and they should 
find ready purchasers at satisfactory 
figures. Floridas are selling at auction 
at from $2.50 to $3.50 per box, and ar- 
tivals from that section are increas- 
Ing. On Tuesday two cargoes of Ja- 
maicas, 9900 barrels, were auctioned. A 
break occurred, the greater part of the 
fruit selling around $3 to $3.50 per bar- 
rel, leaving a decided loss for some one 
to pocket. Another steamer arrived to- 
day with 10,500 barrels: none of it is 
sound, and it will have to be repacked., . 
This cargo will be sold on Monday.” | 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

DOMESTIC LINENS. One infant in- 
dustry that never thrived in America 
is the manufacture of linens. Time was 
when nearly every farm in the North- 
ern ang Middle Atlantic States had its 
field of flax, which was manufactured 
into coarse linen by hand-loom. But 
with the advent of cheap cotton and 
woollen stuffg, the tow-linen clothes of 
our frugal forefathers were cast off 
and the flax brake and spinning wheel 
are now little more than treasured 
heirlooms. Flax is now raised in the 
United States principally for the seed 
while the fiber is burnt up or converted 
into manure. Millions of dollars are 
sent abroad annually for fine linens

Clothiers’ and Halberdashers’ Weekly of

“The trading-stamp scheme has little 
to commend it to the business world. 
it is based upon an unbusiness-like 
foundation and econer or later must 
take its place in the commercial bone- 
yard with other discarded schemes to 
make people buy what they otherwise 
Pwould not. The laws of supply and de- 
mand cannot be changed by such meth- 
ods. The wants of the people cannot 
bo increased ‘by offers of discounts in 
the form of cither prizes, or cash, and 


it Nill not require a very long time, 
especially if wise merchants. combat 
the plan vigorously, to convince the 


public that it pays indirectly for every 
prize it reccives.”’ 


IJERMAIN’S ENTERPRISE. An 
eastern trade paper contains the fol- 
lowing mention of a Los Angeles man’s 
business venture in Europe:

A CHANCE FOR CANNERS. Amos 
L. Post of Sao Paulo, Brazil, reports to 
the National Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion that there is a good opportunity 
for the introduction of » American 
canned fruits in the State of Sao Paulo. 
The consumption is fast increasing 
among the well-to-do coffee-growers. 
The Bartlett pear in cans of from two 
to three .nounds is most called for. Mr. 
Post invites correspondence from the 
leading fruit canners, giving the lowest 
f.o.b. figures for quantities. He also de- 
sires the gross weight of each class of 
fruits quoted. 


LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET. 


EGGS, BUTTER AND CHEESE. 

Ranch eggs are accumulating in dealers® 
hands and prices are beginning to tumble, It 
is hard for wholesalers to get more than 16 
cents per dozen. Eastern eggs are firmer 
than the local product. 

Butter was in little better supply yesterday, 
but sellers still have control of the market 
and can dictate prices. Fresh creamery sells 
at from 60 to 65 cents, and some Gealers pre- 
dict still higher prices if the dry weather con- 
tinues much longer. Some eastern tub butter 
has arrived, which improves the situation 
somewhat. 
light.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Today’s market for 
securities had every appearance of breadth 
and strength, the buying being vigorous and 
aggressive, and well distributed. The fact 
was not to be ignored, however, that the 
stocks of southern and southwestern roads, 
which were favorites with the bulls last 
week, cid net share in the advance propor- 
ticnately, the price being kept down by 
liberal offerings. The jump in Sugar to 145% 
in the course of the first hour stimulated the 
whole market. The stock was supported at 
a certain stage of any decline all day, and 
closed at a net advance of over a point. The 
government crop report, with its revised esti- 
mate of a wheat crop of 530,000,000 bushels 
caused a lively outbreak of speculation in 
the Grangers, the ruling price for wheat, 
with this heavy yield to draw on, being re- 
garded as insuring prosperity to the wheat- 
carrying railroads. Union Pacific showed a 
sharp recovery from its recent depression on 
strength of reports that the reorganization 
could be carried through with a moderate 
increase of the bonded indebtedness, and the 
preferred stock, and that the subsidized por- 
tions of the Kansas Pacific were not deemed 
esential to the success of the plan. There 
was some heaviness in local coal gas securi- 
ties, owing to current rumors of difficulty 
in the way of the proposed amalgamation 
of local companies. The day’s buying was in 
large part professional and commission-house 
business on a small scale. London was, how- 
ever, a liberal buyer of stocks in ithis 
market. Quite a marked feature of the day 
was the large number of small lots of divi- 
dend-paying stocks which were bought. This 
class of buying appeared in gilt-edged invest- 
ment stocks, which rarely ‘move, but which 
always inanifest through the list of dividend 
stocks. A feature of the day was a stiffen- 
ing of call loan rates to 3 per cent., though 
the rate sagged off again before the close. 
The rise in the rate was attributed to a 
sudden and rather urgent demand, when of- 
ferings were rather light, for the time being.

* CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—There was no pre- 
monitory symptoms today of the rumors in 
December wheat that shook the pit to its 
center for fifteen minutes about an hour from 
the close of the session. That delivery was 
worth from 104% to 105 most of the morning, 
and_all_ once it began to show decided weak- 
ness, Before the crowd could realize what 
was happening, it was being offered at 97% 
and closed at 99% cents, or at a decline of 
5 cents a bushel since Saturday. May was 
comparatively steady, its loss for the day be- 
ing only % cent. Both Armour ahd the 
Leiter crowd were said to have sold heavily, 
and this selling was instrumental in the 
causing the slump. The large amount of 
contract wheat which is arriving in Chicago 
made the decline easy. Corn, oats and pro- 


} Visions showed at the close very little change 


in prices. Up to'about the noon hour wheat 
was comparatively quiet and steady. May 
opened a shade higher than Saturday's clos- 
ing price at 914%@91% cents, and during the 
morning fluctuated between that price and 
915% @91% cents. December, which broke 
loose during the afternoon, opened % cent 
higher at 105, and up to 11:45 had@ not sold 
below $1.04. Traders were disposed to await 
the announcement of the government crop 
estimate before plunging too deeply into a 
sensitive market, A firm and slightly higher 
opening at Liverpool caused the price of 
May to advance‘somewhat at first. The gOv- 
ernment when finally posted ° estimates 
the yield or irom 
50,000,000 larger than eta- 
tisticlans generally have predicted. But 
the report had been pretty well discounted 
and followed, as it was by a surprise in the 
shape of a visible decrease of 100,000 bushels, 
where an increase of 1,000,000 bushels had 
been expected, it had little or no effect. A 
feature of the early market information was 
the large quanity of contract wheat added 
since Saturday morning to the stock in regu- 
lar Chicago houses, the total being about 
425,000 bushels. Nearly every receiving 
house in the trade was in receipt of inquiries 
from country shippers who had from one 
carload to 10,000 bushels which they wanted 
sold to arrive for December. The uncer- 
tainty of its grading, however, made com- 
mission men averse to selling in advance of 
its arrival and inspection. The Northwest 
receipts were liberal, Minneapolis’ and Duluth 
reported 1824 cars The total receipts by rail 
at Chicago were 271 cars, including i119 con- 
tract quality. About 11:30 o’clock the price 
of December began to weaken, under a selling 
pressure which was credited to Armour. The 
decline was slow at first, but as the pres- 
sure increased and the. fact developed ihat 
December was receiving practically no gsup- 
port, the market began to slide off in a way 
that was Sensational in its rapidity. By 12 
o'clock December had declined to 102,. where 
it remained for a short time. Suddenly the 
market began to slip 4 ceht and .% cent at 
a time, and in fifteen minutes the price had 
Struck 97%. Then it rebounded to 102, but 
again declined to 99, and was bringing 9% 
at the close, or 6 cents under Saturday’s 
closing prices. May was, of course. effected, 
but not severely. It declined to 90% during 
the headlong plunge of December, but by 
closing time had reacted to 91%, a decline 
for the day of but % cent. Undoubtedly the 
heavy arrivals of contract wheat had inuch 
to do with the decline, especially in starting 
it, but Allen & Grier, the bull clique brokers 
were mainly responsible for the break to 
97%, their offerings being especially heavy. 
It was regarded by many as a move on the 
part of the clique to prevent further heavy 
shipments ot this market, which have been 
natural in view of the much higher prices 
prevailing ‘here than in other markets. ‘The 
market was quiet, but rather nervous at zhe 
close. Corn, though quiet, was drm. Small 
countr offerings and ‘bad weather West 
were the important factors. Oats were stron ‘ 
with a narrow range. Some ctrength devel- 
oped in provisions during the morning on 
the small runs of hogs, and prices opened 
Slightfy higher and improved to a limited ex- 
tent. Later, in the absence of support, the 
market lost its advantage. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—The wheat bulls began 
to feel today the effect of the prices which 
they permitted last week. The inépection 
sheets showd there had been a-rush of grain 
in this direction from every quarter, as much 
probably as four hundred thousand bush:ls 
contract grain in forty-eight hours. Litile 
inquiry showed that the inspection sheet did 
not begin.to show all the arrivals. One ele- 
vator had cargoes aggregating 330,000 bushels 
in the river, not a bushel of which had been 
inspected. Armour and Weare had cargoes 
in, and the car lots showed a jump. The ma- 
jority of this grain was to fill short sa'es. 
made months ago. Some of it had evidently 
been brought, however, to get the benefit of 
the Chicago December price... There was a 
Scattered decrease in the selling by the ele- 
vator people against any new receipts of this 
sort. Armour was credited with more of it 
than any other interest. The December bulis 
sold more or less December in order to hasten 
its decline. There was a remarkable drop in 
prices, 7c, but it was accompanied by no 
corresponding excitement and by no great 
trade. December opened at 1.05, sold between 
1.05 and 97%, and closed at 99%. The January 
option was influenced by the May, as it has 
been all along, dropping from 95 to 92%, and 
closing at 93%. The Leitcr party did today 
what their friends thought they ought to have 
done last week, let down the December. They 
did not sell much, because the market would 
not take much, and because Armour was. sell- 
ing enough to make the egy weak, but they 
finally holped to break the price. Everybody 
is still astonished that the Decembscr bulis 
permitted any such price as ruled last week. 
Today's receipts clearly showed the result of 
the Chicago premiums. Minneapolis advices 
were that the Leiters had people buying up 
there in order to increase the difficulty of 
bringing the Minneapolis grain down here. 
The elevator people are still keeping the De- 
cember bulls in the dark as to the amount of 
contract grain they are to get. Practically 
no delivery has been mad> by the big shorts, 
Armour and Weare.

VINCENTE REYES ON TRIAL FOR 
KILLING A COUNTRYMAN, 


Yaeger Will Receive No Damage 
Money—Meeting of the Orange 
County Teachers’ Association. 
Driving Club to Be Organized 
With a Big Membership. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 13. — [Regular Corre- 


spondence.] The trial of Vicente Reyes, who 


killed “‘Chapo” Aguilar, came up today in the 
Superior Court, The tragedy occurred on the 
10th of last October, at a dance at Yorba, 
which terminated in a drunken row. From 
reports circulated at the time of the shooting, 
Aguilar, who was considered a bad man, ap- 
pears to have been the aggressor. Reyes has 
entered a plea of not guilty. claiming that 
the shooting’ was done in self-defense. The 
case is exciting much interest among the 
Spanish residents throughout the county, as 
both men were well known. Today the streets 
in the neighborhood of the Courthouse were 


crowded. 
DECIDED AT LAST. 

The Supreme Court has eonfirmed the judg 
ment of the lower court in the case of Jacob 
Yaeger vs. the Southern California Railway 
Company. The judgment was against Yaeger 
and this precludes all possibility of his ob- 
taining the $30,000 awarded him as damages in 
the first trial. Yaeger claimed to have sus- 
tained severe injuries in a railway collision 
which occurred in March, 1893. Trial was be- 
gun November 13, 1894, and ended with a ver- 
dict for the plaintiff. Motion for a new trial 
was granted, and the case tried a second time 
in July, 1895, resulting in favor of the com- 
pany. The case was appealed in April, 1896, 
and has been hanging there ever since.

THREE SUDDEN DEATHS IN THE 
CITY ON SUNDAY. 


Mayor Reed Returns and Makes 
Predictions—Accident to a Hun- 
ter—Supervisors’ Proceeds—Newns 
Notes and Personals. 


SAN DIEGO,. Dec. 13.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Miss Anna M. Halloran, one of 
the oldest teachers in the public schools of 
the city, in point of service, died quite sud- 
denly yesterday morning at her home, No. 
1666 Union street. Miss Halloran came to 
San Diego nine years ago from Watertown, 
N. Y., and she has been in the Middletown 
school of this city almost continuously since 
that time, The funeral services over the re- 
mains of the deceased will take place Tues- 
day morning at 10 o’clock at &t. Joseph's 
Catholic Church, and interment will be had 
in Mt. Hope . . 

A. Johnson, an cinployé of the government 
at the fortifications at Ballast Point, died 
suddenly Sunday efternoon, presumably from 
heart disease. Johnson had Been about as 
usual in the early part of the day, and in 
the afternoon had gone iato his bunk, pre- 
sumably to rest. A few moments later a 
friend heard him utter a peculiar kind of 
gasp, and upon entering the bunk found him 
unconscious. He expired within a few mo- 
ments. The deceased was about 35 years of 
age, aud he has been a resident of this city 
for the past six years, having came here from 
Portland. A post-moriem examination was 
held upon the remains today, and the funeral 
will be held Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock. 

John Otis Taylor aged 92 years, died at an 
early hour Sunday morning at his rooms in 
the Buckingham Block, Second and D 
Streets, after an illness of three years. The 
deceased was formerly a banker in the East, 
and at one time was quite well-to-do, Ad- 
versity had overtaken him, however, in later 
years and left him in humble circumstances 
at his death. He leaves a widow and daugh- 
ter, who were with him during his long ill- 
ness. The funeral services will be held Tues- 
day afternoon at the undertakers’ parlors. 

MAYOR REED RETURNS.

Secretary Gage tesaes Notice That 
They Will Be Redeemed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVONT 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Secre- 
tary Gage has issued a public notice 
to the effect that on Friday, Decem- 
ber 24, 1897, the Treasury Department 
would be prepared to begin the re- 
demption without rebate of interest 
of the bonds issued in aid of the Pa- 
cifle railroads, commonly known as 
currency sixes, and maturing January 
1, 1898; and that checks will be mailed 
December 24, in payment of principal 
| and interest to maturity of all bonds 
presented before that date. 

The aggregate of the bonda maturing 
on January 1, is $29,904,952, of which 
$10,614,120 was issued in aid of the 
Central Pacific; $15,919,512, Union Pa- 
cifie $1,423,000, Kansas Pacific; $320,009, 
the Central branch of the Union Pa- 
cific, and $2,628,320, the Sioux City and 
Pacific. 

The net ‘cash balance in the treasury 
will be decreased by these separate 
amounts as paid. On January 1 next, 
_ however, the cash will be increased 
by about $17,000,000, due from the Re- 
organization Committee, and during 
the first week in January, by $8,500,000 
additional, making the net loss to 
the cash about $4,405,000.

Wireless Telegraphy. 

Attention has been drawn to the fact 
that a system of wireless ‘telegraphy 
possessing one of the most important 
features in Sig. Marconi’s system, i. e., 
the practical adoption of elevated con- 
ductors, was patented by Edison in 
this country five years ago. In 1892, 
the announcement was made that Edi- 
son had discovered that if an operator 
placed himself at a sufficient height 
not to be interfered with by the curva- 
ture of the earth, he could transmit 
from distant points telegraphic mes- 
sages, or signals, by means of induction 
“without being -obliged to unite the two 
stations by means of wires.” The dis- 
covery was conceived to be “especially 
applicable over a large expanse of wa- 
ter, or to make communication between 
two ships, or to establish communica- 
tion between a ship and the shore. In 
the last case, balloons should be em- 
ployed to augment the height of the 
point of reception to the earth. At sea, 
at an elevation of thirty meters, com- 
mutiications can be transmitted to 


great distances, and the masts of ships, 


supplied with metallic plates, will 
serve perfectly for such transmission.’ 
Although the, systems of Edison and 
Marconi differ in the method employed 
of causing and transmitting the elec- 
tric impulses, the poitns of similarity— 
the employment of balloons to raise 
the metallic collecting plates sufficiently 
high to overcome the terrestrial ab- 
sorption, and the use of metallic plates 
at an elevation of 90 to 100 feet (about 
thirty meters) on land, and on the 
masts of ships, as intercepters or col- 
lectors of these impulses—are striking. 


Safety Electric Lamp. 

While the incandescent lamp has 
come into use in many collieries and 
other workings comparatively free 
from explosive gas, it has remained 
open to the objection of possibly cau:b 
ing explosions in fiery mines. In case 
of a fracture, the vacuum within the 
lamp bulb would suck in the gas w vhile 
the filament was_ still incandesCing, 
and ignition would follow. In the lat- 
est form of electric mining lamp the 
risk of this danger seems to have been 
overcome. The new safety electric light 
consists of the ordinary incandescent 
Jamp inclosed ‘n a second glass bulb. 
Between the lamp proper and the 
outer glass casing is contained carbonic 
acid gas, under a pressure-of five or 
gix pounds. This intervening space is 
charged through a small hole in the 
base of the double socket, or compres- 
gion box. Within this box is a spring, 
pressure on which makes an electric 
contact and admits current to the lamp, 
which is thus lighted. The compres- 
sion box cannot be overcharged, for as 
soon as the proper pressure has been 
eached the spring is forced down. and 
the lighting of the lamp indicates that 
mo further charging is necessary, 
Should the outer glass envelope be 
struck a blow and fractured, the car- 
bonic acid gas escapes, and its pres- 
sure being removed, the spring rises 
and disconnects the electric current 
extinguishing the lamp. Should the 
blow break the inner as well aa the 
outer bulb, not only is the current cut 


’ off by the cessation of the pressure 


on the connection spring, but the en- 
velope of carbonic acid gas rushes in- 
-Btantly into the vacuum within the 
Jamp proper, and absolutely kills the 
giow of the filament, being at the same 
time forced cutward, and thus pre- 
venting fora sufficient moment, the in- 
rush of explosive gas. When the lamp 
is used by individual miners, it is op- 
erated from a portable storage bat- 
fery, but when it is required for sta- 
Mionary purposes about the mines; its 


current can be supplied by the ordinary 
mains. 


Propulsion of Bante in Sewers. 


A most interesting use oX\ electricity 
is being made at Worcester, Mass. In 
the center of the city is a large main 
sewer, which was originally the old 
Blackstone Canal. It is about eighteen 
feet wide and thirteen feet high. 
the sewerage empties into this channel 
and is carried to the southern part of 
the city, where there is & plant for its 
chemical-treatment\ After this process 
the water is allowed to flow back into 
the local stream. It has been decided 
to separate the sewérage proper from 
the surface water, so that the body of 
sewerage shall be concentrated, and 
the superfluous treatment of a large 
volume of water at the chemical works 
be saved. In order to do this it is nec- 
essary to build another trunk sewer. 
This is being done inside the large main 
sewer. The duct is being lighted bya 
small electric generator. The power 
from this generator has also been 
turned to account in propelling the 
baats or scows which convey the ma- 
terial used in building the new sewer.

Electricity in ‘Cotton Mills. 

According to statements made by B. 
T. Whaley in a discussion of motive 
powers in cotton milling, electricity is 
far and away the best medium yet 
adopted for that purpose. A descrip- 
tion was given of some comparative 
tests which were made in two mills 
of nearly equal size, in one of which 
the spindles and looms were run by 
steam, while the other was 
equipped with 150-horse power electric 
motors. In the latter case it required 
only about 122,000 pounds of shafiing 
to make connections, as against about 
136,000 pounds for the steam mill. The 
steam mill required more oil and other 
items of running cost, while in six 
months the other mill did not require 
a cent for repairs to the motors. There 
was also much greater flexibility of 
operation in the electric mill, which 
could be run in parts without working 
all the shafting. It is stated that the 
figures given by Mr. Whaley show an 
immense saving in friction in the elec- 
tric mill.
